MASON MAKES A SPEECH. 


A - SCATHING DENUNCIATION OF 
SOUTHERN ELECTION FRAUDS. 


The Illinois Congressman Plays a Sharp 
Game on Chairman Crisp of the Elec. 
tions Committee and Gets a Chance te a 
Deliver the Speech That the Demos , 
crats Have Been Staving Of au Wins 3 
ter—The Smalls-Elliott Contested Elec- 
tion Case Vigorously Discussed. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.]—It 
was an ingenious scheme hit upon by Repre- 
sentative Mason to deliver his speech on the 
election frauds in South Carolina and other 
Southern States. Mr. Mason has for some 
time been waiting for an opportunity to ae 
liver a red-hot speech which he had prepared 
for the Elliott-Smalls election contest case, 
but it seemed the opportunity would never 
be affurded him. Mr. Crisp, the Chairman 
of the House Committee on Elections, has 
promised almest every day tor the last two 
months to call up that contest case. but some* 
how it was never taken up: Mr. Mason was 
becoming tired of that sort of thing.

Persons under treatment when asked why 
the sleep bas come upon them assign various 
reasons. Some attribute it to having fixed 
tneir eyes on some particular objeet—the 
operator’s hand, for instance, beld in front 
-of them. Others suppose that his voice has 
lulied them to unconscioussess as a cradle 
song luils an infant. But they generally agree 
in saying that both the failing asleep and 
the awaking are easy and pleasant; as 
regards the latter, however, there are oc- 
casional exceptions. Now and then a pa- 
tient, especially in the early days of his 
treatmeni, will awake with feelings of chilli- 
ness, nausea, and faintness, such as many of 
us have experienced after sleeping at an un- 
wonted time and in an unusual position. But 
these effects are removed by putting him to 
sleep again for a few moments, and sug- 

sting’’ that he shall awake without any 

isagreeable sensations. 


THE DIFFERENCE IN SUBJECTS. 

Hearing for the first time of this treatment 
by suggestions one may be inclined if not to 
set the whole thing down as a de- 
lusion, at least to take for granted 
that the induced state is a form 
of hysteria, attainable only by impression- 
able women, or by men of unusually feeble 
mental and physical organization; to con- 
sider it useless as a means of healing, or ef- 
fectual only for those malades imaginaires 
who are always in search of some new medi- 
cal dissipation, and are prone to fancy cures 
as unreal as their ailments. Such a conclu- 
sion would, however, be entirely false. All 
physicians practicing this system are agreed 
that men—no feepie valetudinarians, but sol- 
diers, outdoor laborers, artisans of the most 
commonplace and practical type—are, if any- 
thing, more susceptible than women. It is 
true, indeed, that Dr. Liébault’s pa- 
tients, and hospital patients generally, are 
peculiarly impressionable. This is easily ac- 
counted for. Those persons, as a rule, be- 
long to the working classes; they are accus- 
tomed to obey and cunciliate their superiors 
in social rank; with them the voite of au- 
thority falls on ears prepared to receive it, 
acts uponabrain that is unaccustomed to 
weigh, to argue, to resist. This is one 
reason why children are the best subjects. 
Between the ages of 3 and 14 all children ex- 
cept idiots may be considered hypnotizable. 

Ubserving this, though thoroughly con- 
vinced of the truth of Dr. Liébault’s system, 
I still felt some doubt as to its general appii- 
cability. Desiring to either confirm these or 
dispel them, Itietermined on leaving Nancy 
to visit Amsterdam, where Drs. Van Ren- 
tergem and Van en, discipies of Dr. 
Liébault, carry on an extensive practice, 
chiefly among the le and upper classes. 
In Holland, and especially in the Capi- 
tal, education and culture reach a high 
standard, while it cannot be sad that 
among any ciass the emotional and im- 
aginative faculties have undue promi 
nence. Accordingly I watched with great 
interest the practice of these physicians, to 
whose professional kindness and courtesy I 
owe much gratitude. Among their patients 
I found the same results as among the hum- 
bier clients of the good doctor at Nancy. 
The hypnotic or somnolent state was indeed 
not always induced with equal rapidity, but 
unsusceptible patients were extremely rare, 
and, the state once induced, the suggestive 


‘treatment bad exactly the same effect as on 


the poorest and most illiterate subjects. 


UNSUSCEPTIBLE PEOPLE. 

There are of course persons who pride 
themselves on their strength of intellect and 
their superiority to all influences of this 
nature. They are not usualiy hypnotizable, 
because they refuse to concentrate their 
thoughts, or concentrate them to resist the 
suggestions of the operator. But such per- 
sons would, naturally, no more put them- 
seives under suggestive treatment than they 
would consult any phys cian whose advice 


they were determined beforehand not to fol- 


low. 


As I have Sto Id said, the most suscep- 


tible age is 8 to 14, but susceptibility once 
existent continues in the adult subject to an 
advanced period of life. In old age it dimin- 
ishes, or entirely ceases, and in children un- 
der 8 no effect can as a rule be produced, 
it being hardly ible to command their 
attention. For this same reason lunatics and 
idiots are commonly unsusceptible. It is also

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NOTHING SUPERNATURAL ABOUT IT. 

W hat is the explanation of these phenom- 
ena which we have here imperfectly dis- 
cussed? In the various scientific treatises 
on the subject, by the authors I have re- 
ferred to and others, several theories are ad- 
vanced to account for them—theories differ- 
ing materially from each other and — 

reeing on some important points. he 

ancy School has followed the example of 
Braid, the celebrated Manchester surgeon, 
who was the first to formulate a rational! ex- 
planation of the mesmeric and kindred 
states. Its disciples reject all theories of 
supernatural and mystic influence; they deny 
the presence of a magnetic fluid“ and 
maintain that hypnotic and natural sleep 
are analogous. f Bernheim quotes in- 


stances in which by speaking to a patient 


who had fallen into a natural sleep he has 
produced hypnotic sleep without awakening 
him and without any visible sign of transi- 


tion. 

The subject still slept peacefully; only his 
mind had come into communication with that 
of the physivian. ‘Then,’ a reader may in- 
sist, “some emanation, some magnetic or 
electric current, must have passed from one 
organismgo the other.” Not so; the rela- 
tion between was sucha relation as may at 
any Moment exist between any two human 
beings. The sieeper obeyed the doctor’s 
volce—yes, because he heard it, and it was a 
voice which he had perhaps been accustomed 
to obey. Or he followed the doctor’s gest- 
ures, either because his intensified sense of 
hearing conveyed to him the faintest sound 
heard in producing them, his sleep being 
light, or he saw the movements from between 
his siightly opened eyelids. A gesture made 
behind the patient, and so cautiously as to 
produce no sound, or made before, his eyes 
being kept covered, says Dr. Bernheim, pro- 
duces no response whatever. 

A THEORY CONCERNING NATURAL SLEEP. 

Dr. Liébault maintains that natural sleep 
is the result of auto-suggestion. We retire 
to our room at the usual hour and make the 
usual preparations for the night. We put 
out the light, lie down in our accustomed 
positions, close our eyes, try to compose our 
thoughts. All this suggests sleep, which 
presently comes, unless it is kept away by 
some counteracting iofiuence. We are in a 
strange bed, perhaps, or we feel some bodily 
discomfort, or an agitating or perplexing 
thought enters our mind and the sinmber we 
have tried to woo is banished. Auto-sugges- 
tion has failed, just as medical suggestions 
may fail if the conditions are adverse. 

Dr. Liébault teils me that he has frequent- 
ly employed mild suggestion as a mears of 
self cure; when suffering from some slight 
ailment, such as an attack of neuralgia, he 
has lain down, fixed his eye on some bright 
object and wished to sleep for half an hour 
and awoke free from pain. A true hypnotic 
sleep has thus been induced, and he has 
awakened at the suggested moment with the 
pain gone. I take it, however, that his case 
is exceptional, and that the curative sugges- 
tion, to be effective, must generally be sup- 
pled by another person. 

PROF. BERNHBIM’S THEORY. 

Prof. Bernheim defines the hypnotic state 
as a psychical condition in which tre subject 
is influenced by suggestion to an increased 
degree. In this state, as we have seen, he is 
in relauon with the operator, whose sugges- 
tions he acceptsand obeys unquestioningly. 
These suggestions may be triviai and useless, 
asin the case of some exveriments which 1 
have quoted for illustration; or they may be, 
and in treatment are, serious and beneficial. 
But whatever be their nature the patient’s 
mind is for the time being entirely bent on 
carrying them out, and if so directed will act 
on the body to effect changes of beneticial 
tender cy. Thus some morbid habit is tor che 
time controlled by a command or suggestion 
acting through the imagination. A patient 
is subject to periodical attacks of some com- 
plaint—say asthma or neuralgia. His system 
has accepted the morbid condition, which 
has become as much a babit as waking in the 
morning or eating at regular hours. Such a 
one is put into the hypnotic sleep; his mind 
is closed against impressions except the sug- 
gestion of the operator; it strives to obey 
this suggestion, that the pain shall not re- 
turn at the usual time. That time arrives 
and the morbid habit tries to assert itseif. 
There will some uneasiness, a tran- 
sient difficul of ‘ 88 in the 
one case, a slight pricking or burning in the 
other; but tne morbid habit is weakened, 
and a few repetitions of the treatment suf- 
fice to overcome it. In cases where the com- 
plaint is of long standing little, of course, 
can be done without perseverance, as a com- 
plete change has to be effected in the consti- 


vation, 1 REMAINS A MYSTERY. 

And still, though we see and record such 
results, we cannot tell why or how a patient 
in the byvnotic state is influenced to his 
cure. We may theorize on this subject, but 
as yet it remains a mystery.

The Nancy school, belleving that the condi- 
tion they produce is a simple result of psy- 
chical and physiological laws, find that no 
special effort of will is required, and dispense 
altogether with passes. There is no physio- 
logical reason why the majority of people 
should not possess the power to hypnotize, 
but there are the strongest reasons why that 
power should be exercised only by approved 
persons and within strictly reguiated limits. 

The‘ continental physicians who practice 


this system are wisely careful to protect | 


themselves and their patients with such pre- 
cautions as they would use in administering 
anesthetics, never hypnotizing any patient 
without his own free consent or that of his 
natural or legal guardian, and insisting on 
some third person being present—if possible 
a friend or relative of the patient. The more

They choose not to 
be innovators but improvers—not to take 
away but to add; and they work with a firm 
conviction that it should be the aim of med- 
ical science and of its exponents to press ail 
remedial agents into the service of humanity. 


ASSIGNMENT OF JOSEPH W. SMITH. 


It Is Asserted That It Will NoteAffect the 
Smith & Dove Company. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—All in- 
terest in the money market here today has 
centered in the failures of the Pacific Guano 
Company and Glidden & Curtis. The banks 
and trust companies which hold their paper 
here seem to think themselves pretty well 
secured, and basing their calculations on the 
rough statements of the company’s officials, 
which is the only thing attainable until an 
accurate investigation is made, figure the 
loss as small to each. Joseph W. Smith of 
Andover, who was a partner with Curtis & 
Glidden, assigned today. The local loss in- 
volved by these failures is placed at between 
$4,000,000 and $5,000,000. Mr. Smith's case 
seems hard. His father died a few 
years ago leaving an estete valued at 
4 500,000, the most of which went to Mr. 
Smith. He entefed into business with the 
guano company only about two years ago 
and the the whole fortune is wiped out. His 
assets will cover bis own liabilities and go a 
long ways with those of Ghdden & Curtis. 
The provisions of his assignment were that 
his own liabilities be met first, then those 
of the firm, whatever there might be left re- 
verting to him. Mr. Smith himself must 
have seen the coming crash, for in January 
he made several assignments of mortgages 
which he held as executor of the estate of 
the late John Smith. The Smith & Dove 
Manufacturing Company 2 Andover will 
probably be unaffected. They employ over 
300 operatives and their suspension would 
be quite a blow to the town. Mr. Dove’s 
statement that tne mills will not be affected 
has considerably reassured the operatives in 
the factory, a good part of whom are skilled 
workmen.

PROPOSED CHANGE OF THE ILLINOIS DI- 
VORCE LAWS. 

The changes of the Illinois divorce laws 
proposed in the Horton bill do not affect any 
of the grounds on which the matrimonial re- 
lation may be legaily sundered. The causes 


attempt is made to check divorce by collusion 
between husband and wife, and divorces 
with a view to marry “affinities” and se- 
cure more agreeable spouses. As the law 
stands now it permits divorced people to re- 
marry as soon as they please, and thus legal 


spat and an accompanying outside flirtation 
ripen into a divorce court proceeding. with a 
second marriage on one or both sides, and a 
more or less en change of matrimonial 
partners. 

A large proportion of the divorces sought 
are asked for the purpose of a second, third, 
orfourth marriage and to secure a spouse 
handsomer, richer, or supposedly more agree- 
able than any of the former ones still living. 
To check these abusesitis proposed that 
when the defendant makes no appearance 
the court shall appoint an attorney to con- 
test the case, and that when a divorce is 
granted the parties shall be forbidden to 
marry again within a term of years to be 
fixed either by the statute or the Judge. 

It would probably be of little advantage to 
tax as costs the fee of the lawyer appointed 
torepresent we non-appearing husbana or 
wife. Many of the parties would have no 
property subject to execution and others 
would find means to evade the payment. If 
the fee should be. paid by the county 
it would subject the taxpayers of 
Cook County to about $25,000 a year, 
and the business would be taken 
by fledgeling lawyers who would continue 
in it until they became proficient enough to 
represent the plaintiff in divorce proceedings 
and get higher fees for obtaining divorces 
than for resisting them on behalf of the gen- 
eral public. As for the provision prohibiting 
remarriage within a certain time, the period 
should be fixed by the statute and not be left 
entirely to the discretion of the court. One 
Judge of the free as water sort“ would be 
lenient and another conservative and severe, 
and consequently all the divorce suits would 
be brought in the most lax court—that believed 
most nearly in free love. The rule of the 
New York law, which recognizes divorce 
only on Scriptural grounds, is that the plaint- 
iff may marry again after divorce but the de- 
fendant cannot during the plaintiff's life- 
time, unless the court grants a moditication 
of the decree after the lapse of five years on 
the ground of the remarriage of the plaintiff 
and of uniformly good conduct of the de- 
fendant. While the proposed change is med- 
eled on the New York law as far as it goes, it 
will be seen ‘that it stops short of the rigor of 
that statute and puts slighter obstacles in 
the way of free love under the name of di- 
vorce. 

A check to the degrading and licentious 
freedom of divorce is imperatively needed in 
Iimois and it should follow the lines of 
Judge Horton’s amendment. The prime evil 
to be cured is that of divorce for the purpose 
of remarriage, and to secure new companions 
expected to be more agreeable. it is this 
scandalous practice which is undermining 
the foundations of society, degrading mar- 
riage, and causing men and women to throw 
off its bonds for light reasons, or whenever 
they get into a huff or a pet or think they 
can find more pleasant companionship else- 
where. Butit is clear the amendment as it 
stands will not provide an eftective cure. 
There is nothing in 1t to prevent the parties, 
after divorce, taking their new partners, 
seeking a Gretna Green in Indiana, celebrat- 
ing a second, third, fourth, or fifth marriage 
there, and returning to Illinois on the first 


against remarriage in this State. To make 
inhibition effective and prevent the parties 
evading the law by crossing a State line to 


have the marriage perf the 


the Eastern States. Thus in Massachusetts, 
where divorced persons are forbidden to re- 
marry within a certain time, if they go into 
another State and have a ceremony ver- 


vision Massachusetts has sought to pre- 
n and divorce 
laws by having marriage ceremonies per- 
formed in other States. Will any less rigor- 
ous rule suffice in Illinois 
Sométhing must de done to stop the rapid 
advance towards free love by means of fre- 
quent and easy divorce. If a second mar- 
riage can follow a divorce at once, the way 
is made easy for a third, fourth, or fifth, 
while all the former partners are still living. 
A second divorce may be sought with little 
shame and a third with none at all. With 
the sensibilities hardened and shocked by 
repeated appearances in the divorce courts 
lighter reasons will serve each time, and 
marriages will last only until a new “ affin- 
ity’ appears or a new whim or caprice arises. 
Easy divorce, ad libitum, with no restraint on 
immediate remarriages, will soon bring the 
community down to tne level of virtual 
free love. The Sharon case, just re- 
ported, where a Chicago man took a 
second wife while the proceedings for a 
divorce from the first are still pending and 
undecided, is a startling illustration of the 
practices prevailing under the lax divorce 


laws of this State. Applicants for divorce | 


are unwilling to wait until their cases can 
be heard in the courts, but file a petition, re- 
marry in other States, and then return here 
to prosecute their suits for release from the 
former husband or wife while aiready 
pretendedly married to the successor! 
When divorce laws are so lax that such prac- 
tices become possible the marriage relation 
is degraded, the institution of the family en- 
dangered, and the doctrine of free love is se- 
curing a dangerously strong foothold. Some- 
thing in the line of the Horton amendment 
must be adopted in this State, but the pend- 
ing bill must be strengthened to guard 
against evasion.

GRAND JURY CASES. 

The January Cook County grand jury 
passed on 330 cases. In 166 it found true bills. 
One hundred and sixty four were dismissed. 
About half of the time of the jury then was 
spént in considering cases that should never 
have come before it. A hundred and sixty- 
four persons had been required, without cause, 
to give bail, or tailing to do so had been 
locked up in the jail for from a day to two or 
three weeks. On whom rests the responsi- 
bility for this state of things! On the Jus- 
tices alone. They must shoulder it all. They 
who can hear both sides while the grand jury 
can hear but one causelessly sent 164 persons 
to jail. They were too lazy to examine these 
cases thoroughly, To do so would have taken 
time which they preferred to give to the con- 
sideration of civil suits which are rich in 
fees. Were the present system of paying 
them by fees abolished they would give as 
much attention to a case involving the hb- 
erty and character of a man as they now do 
to one involving the illegal profits of a chat- 
tel mortgage shark, and the time of the 
grand jury would not be wasted as it now is, 
or innocent men and women disgraced. 

But with all the sifting of the jurors there 
remained 166 cases where they found indict- 
ments. They provided that much business 
for the February term of the Criminal Court. 
Now it is essentiai that those people shali be 
tried as speedily as possible. If they are in- 
nocent they should be let out. If they are 
guilty the county wants to get rid of the ex- 
pense of paying 23° cents a day for their 
board. Therefore the three courts which 
the law says may be held to attend to crim- 
inal business should be held all the time till 
the docket is cleared. There seem to be 
Judges enough in this county to supply a 
constant detail of three for the North Side, 
but experience has proved there are not. Un- 
fortunately some of the Judges do not fancy 
that kind of service. Either they do not 
think it quite as reputable as civil business, 
or they have no liking for criminal! law. 
Whatever the reason may be it is hard te get 
the Judges that are needed for criminal 
work, although it certainly deserves as 
prompt attention as that which comes up in 
the civilcourts. The Judges may not like to 
try larceny and robbery cases instead of 
suits for divorce, but they should take the 
lean along with the fat. They are not ill- 
paid and can afford to do a little disagreeable 
work. 


“LE CARON’S” COCK AND BULL STORIES, 

Until Mr. Parnell, Mr. Sexton, Mr. Red 
mond, and the others whom he saudaciously 
implicates take the stand the flimsy cobwebs 
woven by the informer Le Caron doubtless 
will affect opinion outside the court in En- 
giand, if not inside it, against the Parlia- 


| mentarians. The story of Le Caron, in parts 


at least, is incredible, He has constructed 
it too intricately. He claims to have been in 
the service of the British Crown since the 
close of the War of the Rebellion. He says 
he regularly and frequentiy forwarded to 
the secret service of the Crown documents 
and reports covering operations by secret 
Irish societies in the United States. He told 
the court he never forgot he was an English- 
man and owed it to his country to thwart her 
enemies. In view of the fact that he servea 
in the Union army, at least for a long enough 
time to become acquainted with it, he either 
perjures himself now or he perjured himself 
then for the purpose of playmg spy for the 
benefit of the Confederacy and its English 
allies. 

But the man claims too much. If, as he as- 
serts, he was in the British secret service 
for the last quarter of acentury; if he tells 
the truth when he says Parnell sought 
through him an introduction to several lead- 
ers of the alleged secret societies resolved 
upon attempting war on Engiand in Ireland's 
behalf, then he must have reported all this 
criminality on the part of Parneil, Sexton, 
Redmond, and the rest at the time it was oc- 
curring—to-wit: in 1880 and the immediately 
subsequent years. During those vears the 


Liberals were in office. Mr. Giadstone was 


head of the Government. Mr. Forster was 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. Lord Spencer 
was Viceroy. The Liberals, not finding En- 
glish public opinion educated up to home rule 
ideas, opposed Mr. Parnell, his policy, and his 
methods, and carried this opposition so far 
that they put him and a score of his col- 
leagues into jail. Where then was the watch- 
ful “Le Caron”? Did he not file his reports 
of the nefarious dealings of Parnell and the 
rest! Are not his testimonies to be had in 
the cabinets of Scotland Yard? 
It will be remembered that, after keeping 
them in durance for a numberof months, 
Mr. Gladstone, acting with the approval of 
the Cabinet, including Lord Spencer, re- 
leased Parneil and the other imprisoned 
Irish leaders.

for years in Irish affairs is toosilly for credit 


in any English court room, where evidence 
is often taken without salt, no matter what 
its character. Le Caron,“ or Beach, as he 
now calls himself, says Sexton and Redmond 
the younger were at a secret meeting in 
Pittsburg, where a conspiracy was entered 
into in common with secret organizations 
elsewhere. When Sexton takes the stand he 
will swear that in his only visit to the United 
States he spent his time entirely in New 
York and Boston and did not come farther 
West. Having never been in Pittsburg in 
his life, Sexton could not have been present 
there at a secret conspirators’ meeting. 
From every side contradictions come show- 
ing this man to be a daring and villainous 
fabricator. His testimony makes some 
moment, but it will 
be completely dissipated by those whom it 
is intended to hurt. The truth is, Le 
Caron” was driven to this role within the 
last year or so by failing to make a living. 
He was active but unsuccessful. He tried 
various methods of getting money by de- 
center industry. He remained a struggler 
against odds in life that he could not over- 
come, and, knowing that a high price would 
be paid for his lies if he made them big 
enough, he has substituted imaginauon for 
memory, and is betraying the Parnell Com- 
mission for the nonce, as he has betrayed, so 
far as was in his power, his whilom: asso- 
oiates in alleged secret organizations here. 

Le Caron’s performance may have at least 
one good effect. It will serve to reaffirm the 
lesson which every previous episode of a like 
nature should have taught hot-headed men of 
the Irish race—that secret political societies 
are more dangerous to those inside their 
ranks than to the intended objects of their 
futile aims. 
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HYPNOTISM AND SUGGESTION AS MEDICAL 
TREATMENT. 

We print elsewhere as article entitled 
“Faith Hedling as a Medical Treatment,” 
which was originally contributed to the De- 
cember numberof tho Nineteenth Century by 
Dr. C. Lioyd Tuckey, and which is attract- 
ing widespread attention in the medical and 
scientific world. The title itself is some- 
what in the nature of a misnomer, as the 
article Goes not concern what is generally 
known as faith-healing, but rather the opera- 
tion of suggestion, combined with hypno- 
tism, as a new system of healing. Nor, again, 
is the subject itself new, for the effect and 
possibilities of hypnotism have long been 
recognized and speculated upon, but Dr. 
Tuckey’s paper records the first thoroughiy 
organized attempt to employ the subtle 
psychic force as a therapeutic agent. 

Dr. Tuckey, makes no effort to explain the 
mystery of hypnotism or the action of sug- 
gestion. He simply relates what he ob- 
served at Dr. Liebault's dispensary at Nancy, 
and at the institution in Amsterdam where 
pupils of Liébault are practicing his system; 
and this, it is evident from his narrative, 
was sufficient to change him from 
a skeptic into a believer. Apart from the 
mysterious power behind it the treatment is 
simple enough. The operator first produces 
the impression ot ee upon tiie patient by 
suggestion, the impression broadening into 
reality more or less quickly according to the 
latter’s sensibility. Once in this hypnotized 
condition the patient is under absolute con- 
trol and the treatment commences. The de- 
tails are given in the doctor’s article. It 
may be described in a word as the action ofa 
superior will force combined with imagina- 
tion, also under control, over a weaker sub- 
ject, either physically or mentally ; for if the 
patient is intellectually stronger than the 
operator and does not absolutely surrender 
to the suggestive process the power of the 
latter is void. Within its range, however, 
there is no reasen to doubt that its success 
has deen demonstrated. It has proved itself 
able to cope with diseases of long standing, 
such as Haralysis, asthma, epilepsy, rheuma- 
tism, neuralgia, and dyspepsia. Its quick- 
est and easiest cures are among the 
working classes of both sexes and chil- 
aren, who are accustomed to obey without 
questioning and to allow themselves to be 
directed by outside influence. The limita- 
tions are also accurately defined. Those 
most susc@ptible to suggestion are between 
the ages of 3 and 14. Those under 3, those 
who have reached old age, as well as lunatics 
and idiots, are exempt because their atten- 
tion cannot be had. It will not act upon ali 
forms of disease. In cases of cancer or tu- 
mor it is of no use. It will not restore dead 
tissue, nor cleanse mortification, nor stay 
the progress of epidemics, nor do any of the 
work of the surgeon, but in diseases which 
develop slowly and have become chronic, 
and particularly in affections of the brain, 
nervous and digestive systems, its value has 
been sufficiently demonstrated, In fact, if 
the mind can thus be compelled to act under 
orders upon the body there would seem to be 
no mit to the infiuence of the psychical 
force where the conditions are favorabie. 
Indeed, Dr. Liébault and others assert that 
it can be made to operate upon evil habits 


and vicious propensities, that it will cure al- 


coholism and the tobacco, morphine, and 
opium habits, and that, ifthe old story be 
correct that sin is a physical malady which 
manifests itself in crime, it can be made to 
prevent crime by curing sin by suggestion. 
The basis ot Liébault’s remarkable exper- 
iments is as old as the centuries among the 
Oriental peoples, particularly those of India, 
with whom hypnotism is a weil known and 
much . practiced foree. But Dr. Lisbault, 
whose work began thirty years ago, may 
claim to be the first iu the Western world 
who has appiied it systematically and con- 
tinuously as a system of healing. Other 


scientific students have recognized its mys- 


terious power, Dr. Hack Tuke says the de- 
tails of cases show there is no end of the 
changes which may be effected in every part 
of the body, except the bony framework, by 
the emotions or the will. Even the con- 
servative old author, Dr. Carpenter, in his 
Mental Physiology,“ concedes that belief 
may effect structural changes and important 
modifications of tissue. If the reader will 
turn to George Frederic Parsons’ introduc- 
tion to Balzac's remarkable philosophical 
skewh, Louis Lambert,” he will find a 
complete statement of scientific concessions 
to the astonishing power of the disciplined 
will force when combined with the power of 
the imagination in facilitatumg the cure of 
disease. In Louis Lambert itself Balzac 
shows his familiarity with it, tor in one 
of the hero’s postulates he affirms that the 


will force can be accumulated and emitted in 


such a manner as to affect less developed 


222 and even operate on in- 
remarkable 


the Oriental world, where the operation of 
this force, known among the Hindoos as 
Akasa, is as familiar as the operation of any 
remedy in the materia medica. 


Conceding the remedial power of this - 


agency, there is one danger which will al- 
ways attach to its use. it lies in the capa- 
bilities of hypnotism for abuse when prac- 
ticed by designing, malicious, or unprincipled 
persons. The famous Castellan case in 
France, which is on record both in the med- 
ical books and in the courts, showing the hyp- 
notic power which this outcast had over a 
pure girl, and the recent Deschamps case 
in New Orleans, where an old man of nearly 
70 produced the emotion of real love in a 
child of 12, as is shown by her letters to him, 
and ultimately procured her voluntary sui- 
cide, go to show it is clearly possible to ex- 
ert such an influence upon the will of a per- 
son in the right nervous condition as utterly 
to pervert his or her moral freedom. Dr. 
Tuckey himself recognizes this abuse, and 
advises that the influence should only be ex- 
ercised by proper persons within regulated 
limits, and that no person should be hypno- 
tized without his or her consent. Even then 
it would be difficult to remove the danger. 
This, however, does not affect the central 
truth any more than the abuses which have 
been practiced upon patients under the in- 
fluence of chloroform affect the beneficence 
of anesthetics, The extraordinary fact re- 
mains, and the evidence which has been ac- 
cumulated in such dispensaries as those of 
Nancy, Paris, and Amsterdam only goes to 
show that there are more things in heaven 


and earth than are dreamt cf in our philoso- 


phy, and that we are as yet only on the 
threshold of the curative processes that grow 
out of the operation of the will force, wheth- 
er in the case of auto-hypnotism or hypno- 
tism produced from the outside. 


EXAMINING LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

There is now before the Legisiature a bill 
offered by Mr. Miller of this county provid- 
ing for the inspection, regulation, and con- 
trol of homestead and loan associations. Its 
introduction was due to the fact that these 
associations—the savings banks of the indus- 
trious poor of Chicago—haye thus far been 
hedged around with no safeguards or pre- 
cautions and have been left practically at 
the mercy of their officers. What that mercy 
may be the recent disclosures of the conduct 
of Shaw and Plessner have shown. ¢ 

Mr. Miller’s pill nas therefore an excellent 
object in view and is good as far as it goes, 
but it does not go far enough. Itis too weak 
to satisfy those connected with these associa- 
tions, whose ideas should be consulted and 
whose wishes should be listened to with re- 
spect. it provides that it shall be the duty of 
the Auditor when a sworn request of five or 
more stockholders is submitted to him, or 
whenever from any reason he deems it expe- 
dient to do so, to make an examination of the 
accounts of any concern. Now, something 
stronger than thatis wanted. It is desired 
that an examination be,made by the Auditor 
every six months—an examination of the 
same thorough, searching, ucexpected nature 
to which National banks are now subjected. 
Each association has a quarterly audit of its 
accounts, and when to that is added the half- 
yearly:inquiries of the State officers it is be- 
lieved the possibilities of fraud will be cut 
down to an almost imperceptible fraction, 

It is thought best that the provision requir- 
ing the Auditor to make an examination at 
any time when reauested to do so by a cer- 
tain number of stockholders should be re- 
tained, but it is suggested that in order to 
prevent persons from making malicious or 
unfounded charges those who ask for the in- 
vestigation shall be required to pay for the 
cost of the inquiry if it turn out to have been 
unnecessary. 

Another provision of the Miller bill to 
which exception is taken is: 


Any such association may allow usonable 
compensation to its Auditing Commitee for its 
services as such, and may for the legitimate pur- 
poses of such association, on a vote of a majority 
of all its directors, borrow money in anticipation 
of payment of dues. 


It is thought that abuses not realized by 
the person who drafted the pill may grow 
out of this last clause, and that while innocent 
in itself it may under certain circumstances 
open the door to fraud. It is believed by 
many that there are other and safer ways in 
which money may be gotten for the tempo- 
rary needs of an association, and that it 
will be safest to strike out this clause, 


BEAUTIFUL AND DETESTABLE DANCING. 

There has not been even “standing room 
enough at McVicker’s during the last fort- 
night. The play on the boards is not one of 
paramount importance in the category of 
Shakspeare’s dramas. It woula be impossi- 
ble to set The Winter's Tale” on the stage 
as the dramatist left it and expect a popular 


success for its poetic abstruseness and its un- 


practical action. By the art of the scene 
painter, the decorator, and the carpenter it 
has been so mounted as to prove only a pop- 
ular success with Miss Mary Anderson in the 
leading roles, but itis one of the most de- 
lightful theatrical entertainments ever wit- 
nessed. 

Without depreciating the dramatic quali- 
ties of Miss Anderson’s performance, which 
have been fully and justly characterized in 
the dramatic columns of THz Trisung, it is 
to be observed that the chief incident in tne 
representation as a spectacle is the dance of 
shepherds and shepherdesses in the fourth 
act. Dancing on the stage is so generally de- 
testable because of the immodest costumes 
and sensational mise en scene that a dance at 
once charming, graceful, and totally free 
from indecortm deserves exceptional praise 
for its exceptional beauty. Like many an- 
other pastime, the dance may be for tne inno- 


-cent delectation of the public or for its cor- 


ruption. Like many another recreation of 
ancient times, indulged without offense, it 
is modern decadence that has rendered the 
dance obnoxious. Rhythmic movement with 
or without music was one of the acceptable 
features of ancient worship, including that 
of the Hebrews. What was entirely becom- 
ing in the children of the Lord in olden days 
has been made too generally unbecoming 
even in the children of the Devil in ours. 
The fault is certainly notin the dance itself, 
but in the mode and surroundings of its ex- 
ecution. 

Even stage dancing has been degraded by 
late and chiefiy French extravagance. The 
ballet costume can never. be recognized in 
countries more rational in their amusements 
as necessary or even allowable, Dancing 
was cultivated to a high degree of excellence 
in the theatres of France before the Revolu- 


tion, and the names of De Subligny, Carville, 


Prévost, the pets of the opera in the early 
part of the last century. illustrate its most 
flourishing epoch. None of them found 
nudity in costuming desirable; they were 
robed in draperies that. were as modest as 
they were flowing, and in the construction of 
which good sense combined with the art of 


the designer and the optique du theatre. 


One of the most fascinating old pictures 
one meets in the history of the French 
stage is that of Voltaire’s “ravissante ” 
Camargo and Sallé tripping it on the lawn 
before a chateau to the music of violins and 


reeds, their skirts, down to the ankles, gar- 


landed with roses and their movement the 
embodiment of grace and agility.

Cox of Ohio, who is recognized as one of the 
ablest orators and writers of this country. 
The public positions he has occupied, as well 
as his recognized ability as an orator and 
writer, will give him and entitle him to such 
a hearing as few men now surviving the 
great war ever receive from our citizens. 
Gen. Cox is one of the few men whose abili- 
ties shine both in the military and political 
field. He commanded acorpsat Antietam 


and participated with the armies of the West 


as acorps commander in many of their hard- 
fought battles. He was the chief figure at 
the battle of Franklin, where the Rebels re- 
ceived a bloody repulse. Whether as a Gen- 
eral in the army, or as Governor of Ohio, or 
as a member of Gen. Grant’s Cabinet, he has 
always received the commendation of the 
people. He speaks upon Washington, the 
Citizens’ Example,” and itis believed few 
men now living are better prepared to dis- 
cuss the subject. As stated by Palfrey, ‘he 
is a man of the Gartield type.”’ 

Among the guests at the banquet in the 
evening will be Gen. Cox, Chief Justice Ful- 
ler, Gen. Alger, and many of the Governors 
and other of the prominent men throughout 
the Northwest.

MILLIONS IN THE WEATHER. 

We are now so far advanced in February 
that there is no reason why much attention! 
should be paid to those troakers who say 
winter may yet come. Doubtless there wil 
be unpleasant days this month and next, but 
there will be none of those bitter biasts that 
threaten the life of man and beast. The 


winter is far spent; the days are lengthen- | 


ing out; the sunshine grows stronger; the 
spring is approaching; and we might for a 
moment stop to figure up our gains from the 
wonderfully mild season we have enjoyed all 
over the North. 

It is estimated by an Eastern paper that 
each of those agreeable days we have had 
since the Ist of December has meant a sav- 
ing of ahundred thousand tons of coal a 
day! A large portion of this hes been saved 
by those who needed it the most-—the toil- 
ing classes, prairie farmers as weil as town 
workers. For them to get through the winter 
with two, three, or four less tons of coal than 
usual is to add considerably to their re- 
sources. The gain, not merely of the work- 
ing classes but of ali classes, has been not 
only in fuel but in food and clothing. When 
the thermometer goes down to zero and be- 
low, we must consume more carbon than in 
the summer months, that we may have a 
higher degree of internal combustion to re- 
sist the cold. To keep that warmth thus 
generated we must swathe ourselves in more 
woolens. 

The farmer has sharéd with the towns- 
people in the blessings of a temperate 
winter. He can work to better advantage 
than in cold winters, and it costs him less to 
house and feed his stock. The cattle, colts, 
and sheep can find more or iess food in fields 
not covered with snow, and do not become 
dependent on their owner for barn support 
and hand feed. 

The workingman has been especially fa- 
vored, for not only has his living cost him 
less but his wages have been more continu- 
ous. Building operations have gone steadily 
forward and inside work has been pleasanter 
and easier because of the outside warmer 
temperature. In the ordinary cold winter 
there is little for many classes of workmen 
todo except compete with tramps for stray 
jobs of putting in coal or shoveling off snow. 
This winter they have had no occasion to 
hunt for such stop-gaps, and, having profit- 
able labor, have spent less time in the sa- 
loons than they would have done had they 
been without employment. 

The railroads, too, haveshared in the bless- 
ings of the mild winter. The winter is the 


season they dread. It is then the operating 


expenses run up, then the smashups come 
with their loss of life and their damage bills. 
Travel this season has had but little of its 
usual disagreeable or destructive features. 
No Western trains at least haye been stuck 
in drifts and the passengers half starved be- 
fore they coula be rescued. No Dakota or 
Nebraska villages have been left without 
fuel or other necessaries of tife. We have 
also escaped the floods. There will be no in- 
undations on the gOhio, the Mississippi, or 
the Missouri, for there are no accumulations 
of snow to cause them. Much of the winter 
moisture came in the form of rain and has 
already run off and is now safe in the gulf. 
The invalids have been favored. They 
have been able to stay in their Northern 
homes ana escape the heavy cost of flying to 
the South for warmer airs. Millions of dol- 
lars have in this way been saved. It is true 
that our gain is Florida’s loss, but that State 
will have to put this down as a bad harvest 
year and wait a twelvemonth for its sick 
visitors. The death rate has been smaller. 
Those older and more delicate persons whom 
pneumonia and kindred diseases mark as 
their own have had anew lease of life. 
There are doubtless those who complain. 
It is a strange wind that does noi blow some 
one ill. The coal men have diminished 


profits. The clothers have stocks which 


they have been unable to dispose of. The 
doctors have not had as many cases of lung- 
fever, and, as it has not been warm enough 
for malarial disorders, they have haa no ail- 
ments to compensate them for those they 
have missed. But they must all remember, 
clothiers, furriers, coal dealers, man- 


agers of Florida health resorts, and doctors, 


that what they have lost has been more 
than gained by the comunity at large, and 
as they are few and the community many 
their individual sufferings have been for the 
greater good of the greater number. They 
must either sell off their stocks at the best 
prices they will bring or stow them away in 
the hope that next year there will be greater

It is in the 
same sense that a waterproof cloak is 
better for wet weather than one of gaudy 
satin or embroidered velvet. every re- 
duced lady has had to meet this hard 
experience. She is supposed to be use- 
less, except to look at, and she generally 
is. In this country there has been no 
Mme. de Gentis to give our girls seventy 
trades, by any one of which she could 
make a iiving. Women hive not been 
taught so thoroughly that they could 
practice agy art now in so versatile a 
manner that they could, hke the French 
emigré of 1789, teach dancing, French, or 
salad dressing. 

There is a subtle something in the 
French mind which the sterner Anglo- 
Saxon lacks. We, heavily freighted with 
ourown respectability, are ashamed to 
work foraliving unless we can do it 
with pen, pencil, or graver. We even 
hide the modest and feminine needle and 
do our embroidery on me sly, putting it 
in at the Decorative Art Rooms or at the 
Woman's Exchange, under a feigned 
name. This is a poor form of pride, an 
aggravated self-consciousness, a proof of 
something ignoble in ourselves and a 
shameful scorn of that noblest of all 
things, work’’—so honorable in men; 
why notin women? Mrs. Ayer had the 
fatal gift of beauty. She could net heip 
being handsome and conspicuous. She 
might have posed forever as an artist’s 
model, but that did not suit her active 
mind.

There is something repellent to an hon- 
est mind in the very word cosmetic.“ 
It seems to be a pirate flying a false flag. 
Mrs. Ayer, however, first found out that 
her Recamier Cream was innocent, then 
that it was beneficial, and she advanced 
boldly to her work.

English Book Monopoly in America. 

FREEPORT, III., Feb. 7.—|Editor of The Trib- 
une. I—It is an old trick to cry Stop thief!” 
when guilty of larceny. The English publishers 
cry Pirate!“ to blind the American public to the 
fact that their whole trade is systematized 
robbery. English books are published, not to go 
into the hands of the people but to flatter the 
snobbishness of “the gentry.” Wo trade has any 
rights whieh refuses to recognize ils simplest duties. 
Books are supposed to exist for the purpose of 
giving the people knowledge; but if it is possible 
for the English book trade to prevent people 
owning books they will never obtain them. 

Articles for sale to the aristocracy are always 
quoted in “ gutneas ; things for the vulgar are 
quoted in pounds. You can buy coal for so many 
shillings, but you must buy your books—current 
books, I mean—by the guinea.“ I have books 
upon my shelves, bought of English dealers, con- 
taining scarcely more than half as much matter 
as the New Testament, which cost me each from 
one to two “ guineas,” and not one of them in 
permanent binding. obody has any right to 
own new books in England unless he can pay a 
guinea apiece for his volumes and have them re- 
bound with his own crest upon the back. If 
he should grumble at that he can go with e 
crowd to one ot Mudie's 1.200 circulat 
libraries and subscribe for the privilege of re 
ing what he is not permitted to own. A popular 
English writer has no such reading constituency 
as in this country. A y ofa popular novel 
can be bought in this cou for $1 or $1.50; the 
same work in England “will cost $15.75—three 
guineas—and then the cost of binding uniform 
with his other volumes, me years since I 
sought through the book stalls of Pater Noster 
Row for a copy of Longfellow’s Dante. I could 
not then find a copy in less than three volumes, 
a guinea each, $15.75 forthe work, which I can

McHenry was for a moment 
dumfounded but he soon regained his com- 
posure, and said as he reached back to his 
hip t asiftodrawarevoiver: “ Yes, 
you do snow me, Mr. 1 I came ‘here 
to get my money and intend to have it. 
Harper, you are a lying, thieving rascal, and 
you can’t bulty me.“ The little fellow com- 
pletely cowed Harper, and before leaving he 
received every assurance that his debt would 
be paid. The firm, however, was compelled 
to bring suit for their money. After that 
incident McHenry always had the greatest 
contempt tor E. Harper, and never hesi- 
tated to denounce him in public or 
private. He was called as a witness in 
the trial of Harper, but was not put on the 
stand. One day about three years ago testi- 
mony was being taken in the suit of Prescott 
& McHenry against Harper, who had 
given them a lot of worthiess railroad secu- 
rities toreimburse them for their losses in 
the deal of 1881. Prescott was on the stand, 
and when he made a certain statement Har- 
per shouted That's a lie!“ No notice was 
taken of the matter; but when McHenry was 
sworn as a witness he walked over to Har- 
E and said loud enough to be heard by those 
n the room: “Now, Ed, you puppy, if you 
say a word while I’m on the stand, even to 
mention the weather, I'Il kill vou,“ and he 
displayed the butt end of a revoiver in his 
hip pocket. Harper never opened his mouth. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE BATTLE. 


How the Samoan Affair Appears to the 
Hawalians. 

San Francisco, Cal.,. Feb. 9.—An Hawaiian 
paper which has been received here contains 
an account of a recent battle between the 
Germans and natives at Samoa written by 
Hiram Kaumialli, a native Hawaiian, who is 
located in Apia, and who witnessed the bat- 
tie. The lower States natives were pre- 
pared for an attack, as they had heard that 
the Germans had formed a pian to capture 
King Mataafe and carry him off. When the 
German boats approached the shore the 
natives hailed them, but tne only answer 
they received was the cracking of shots from 
revolvers. A chief from bSavaii named Sua 
Washit was killed, and the battle began at 6 
o’clock in the morning and continued until ¥. 
Then the bodies of the dead and wounded 
were seen scattered about on the shore. On 
Mataafe’s side seven were killed and thirty- 
one wounded during the principal battle. 
After this fight German  spygiasses 
vere directed on shore and eight 
Samoans were seen around a fire. 
shell was immediately fired among tnese 
people, and when it burst it killed seven, 
making a total loss to the natives of four- 
teen. On the German side twenty-one were 
killed. Among these six had their heads cut 
off and their bodies buried separately. The 
number ot the wounded was forty-eight. 
Tamasese did not come out. The path on 
which he was expected was obstructed. The 
Germans set fire to Samoan houses. 

The letter, which is written under date of 
Jan. 1, continues: “Itis now said that Ger- 


man warships are going to Tutuila, where 


the United States coaling station is located, 
to shell houses, and when that is done they 
are going to Savaii to burn it.“ 
Wasuincton, D. C., Feb. 9.—The con- 
ferrees on the Diplomatic and Consular Ap- 
ropriation bill have reached an agreement. 
e House representatives accepted the Sen- 
ate amendment of $500,000 for the mainte- 
nance of American rights in Samoa, while 
the Senate conferrees agree to allow the pro- 
vision of $100,000 for the naval station at 
Pago-Pago to go into the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill.

General at Samoa was received by the Sec- 
retary of State this morning. 


FORCED THE CLERGYMAN TO RESIGN. 


Result of a Cambridge, Mass., Pastor’s Mar- 

: riage to an Actor's Sister. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 9.—[Speciai.]|—The 
Rev. George A. Tewksbury, the young and 
hitherto popular pastor of the Pilgrim 
Church at Cambridge, has resigned. There 
would be nothing peculiar in this were it not 
for the unusual circumstances which led to 
it. Mr. Tewksbury lost his wife some time 
ago, and promptly began to look among the 
sisters of the church for another to fill her 
place. His choice fell upon Miss Virginia 
Phelan, the pretty sister of the comedian, 
Edmund T. Phelan. The pastor at once an- 
nounced his engagement to the church. The 
parishioners were thunderstruck that such a 
union of the church and the stage should be 
contemplated, and the whole congregation, 
almost as a unit, bolted. The Kev. Mr. 
Tewksbury. finding that the breach between 
him and his flock was daily becoming wider, 
decided upon the resignation. An uproar 
has followed, but the church adheres to its 
position’ of condemnation. 


DAVENPORT LIQUOR DEALERS ALARMED. 


Permanent Injunctions Granted Against 
Five Scott County, Ia., Saloons. 


Davenport, Ia., Feb. 9.—[Special. ]—There 
is alarm among the nearly two hundred sa- 
loonkeepers of Davenport such as has not 
been known since it was first learned that 
the Prohibition amendment was adopted. 
The first permanent injunctions for the clos- 
ing of saloons ever granted in Scott County 
were decreed today by Judge Waterman of 
the District Court. By these decrees five sa- 
loons in Princeton, Big Rock, and Gilbert, 
neighboring towns, are closed. The sale of a 
glass of beer will cause the confiscation of 
their property and their own incarceration 
in the penitentiary. The decrees were 
granted by stipulation, as the detendants ad- 
mitted that the testimony of the plaintiffs was 
correct. The plaintiffs in four of the five 
cases are women.

In 
about a year it came out in some way that no 
divorce had béen granted, because the death 
of Mrs. Koehler’s lawyer interrupted matters 
at the most vital stage, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Koehler, being conscientious, at once filed 
bills for divorce from their second ventures, 
perfected the divorce of the first Mrs. Koeh- 
ler, and had the nuptial ceremony performed 
with thd second ventures a second time. 

This case and several of alike character 
had the effect of making the Judges more 
careful in unintentionally giving applicants 
a misconception of what they meant when 
they said Take a decree.“ Judges Garnett 
and Shepara never afterward pronounced 
the formula, but substituted Have your 
evidence written up,” and Judge Horton 
adopts the same rule. Judges Tuley, Jamie- 
son, and Collins, on the other hand, adhere 
to the old form and that its purport is still 
misunderswood is evidenced by Sharon’s 
statement; Why, the court himself said 
‘You may take a@iecree.’”” Complainants 
who bear that statement go off with the idea 
that everything 1s settled. In half the cases 
tneir lawver hasn’t time or does not think of 
explaining what else is necessary to be done. 
How many marriages have been illegally 
consummated between the pronouncement 
of the words “Take a decree and the 
actual entry of the decree it is impossible to 
say, butitis known that such things have 
happened and continue to happen. For 
nearly two years a certificate of evidence in 
a divorce case lay in the clerk’s pigeon-hole 
of Judge Gardner’s court, and when asked 
why it was not put away where it belonged— 
viz.: in the disposed of cases—the clerk said: 
“Why, the decree has never been entered.“ 
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„Well, the case was heard two years ago. 
It was all right and the lawyer handed in 
the certificate. He then sgiuped from Chi- 
cago without ever handing in tne decree.”’ 

Doubtless the complainant and defendant 
in that case remarried. Nw decree has ever 
been entered in the case. It is not probabie, 
however, that either party knows that no di- 
vorce has been actually given. Possibly the 
lawyer took all the money his client had and 
told her that a divorce was granted, when it 
was untrue, and she, acting on his statement, 
married at once. Judges and clerks of the 
court do not conceive it to be any part of 
their duty to see that decrees are entered. 
That is the business of the lawyers, and the 
innocent client has no choice but to depend 
on them. If the attorneys are disbonorable 
they can bring about a most deplorable state 
of things. For example, a court may refuse 
a decree because of the insufficiency of the 
evidence, despite which the shyster at- 
torney can represent to his client that the 
aivorce is granted and claim the fee that was 
contingent on a successful issue of the case. 

DAILY INQUIRIES RECEIVED. 

Such things happen in the courts. Nearly 
every day inquiries come from ali parts of 
the country, couched thus: Please let me 
know if Mrs. ———— got a divorce in your 
county, and send bill to me.“ A search of 
the records tails to disclose the divorce, and 
another letter comes, which says: “* Are you 
sure there was nodivorce granted to Mrs. 
— — Sheis married to another man, 
and says she was divorced Jan. 2, 1886. 

Again the writer is told there is no divorce, 
and his inquiries cease. The same species 
of investigation is conducted personally. Not 
long ago Judge Shepard jailed Wade Abbott 
for forging a purported decree of divorce. 
His victim had married. The decrees of di- 
vorce entered by the courts take their places 
in the vaults. They are always accessible, 
and people who believe they are divorced 
but are not certain may go to the clerk of 
the court, and if the divorce is granted they 
may get a certafied copy for $1. Clerk Charles 
Bradley of the Circuit Court said: There are 
twenty people out of every hundred divorced 
who donot getacertified copy. They rely 
on their lawyers or themselves. If there are 
twenty who are divorced who have no cer- 
tificate of it there might easily be many who 
have no divorce and donot apply for cer- 
titicates.”’ 

It is the commonest thing in the business 
of procuring divorces for lawyers to hold 
out decrees on their clients until they get 
their fees. It is the only way an attorney 
has of compelling a slippery client to pay. 
If the lawyer entered up the decree first and 
depended on getting his fee afterward he 
would lose it in more cases than he would 
admit. With so many sharp people getting 
divorces in Chicago a lawyer bas w be keen 
to keep from getting caught. A well known 
Washington street firm of attorneys have 
been holding out a decree on a traveling man 
for three months past. The drummer is not 
of the best class. He traveis for a New York 
house. He has put off the lawyers from time 
to time because he hesitates to pay the large 
sum they demand. Their demand was a 
rather steep one, because of the risk they 
ran, seeing that it requires a great stretch of 
the imagination to make the drummer outa 
resident of Lilinois, his actual residence being 
New York City.

Within a week influences have been put 
forth which have put his claims before the 
President-elect in the best possible light. It 
was not done on the ground of locality, for the 
movement was engineered mainly outside of 
Illinois. Congressmen from Pennsylvania, 
New York. and the New England States, 
some ot whom had served with Thomas on 
the Naval Committee, wrote personal letters 
to President Harrison in his behalf. These 
were supplemented by prominent people not 
in public lifey among them George W. Childs 
and Wharton Barker. The Pennsylvania peo- 
ple seemingly have reason to believe that 
Wanamaker is going to be Postmaster Gen- 
eral, for they all joined hands in recommend- 
ing Thomas for the navy. A strong indorse- 
ment was sent from the Pacific coast, while 
leading Republicans in Indiana added their 
support. By these combined infiuences it is 
thought that Thomas’ chances were greatly 
improved. Definite information is looked 
for by the middie of next week. 

New York, Feb. 9.— The Heraid’s Washing- 
ton special says: 

The latest bit of Cabinet gossip today is that 
connecting the name of Congressman John R. 
Thomas of Lilinois with the Navy Department. 
The rumor was first circulated aout two weeks 
ago, at which time it was made public through 
these dispatches. It is now said that Gen. Har- 
rison has been giving serious consideration to Mr. 
Thomas fitness for the place for a month 
past. If Mr. Thomas is possessed of 
any information regarding the matter he 
is determined to keep discreetly silert, 
for in repiy to all inquiries today 
he simply answered that he had nothing to say. 
His friends, however, are less reticent, and by 
them the statement is made that Mr. Thomas is 
quite as strong a Cabinet probability as Wana- 
maker, Gov. Rusk, or any of the other gentie- 
men mentioned in that connection. They base 
this assertion upon direct information from In- 
dianapolis, which, they say, cannot for the pres- 
ent be made public. Mr. Thomas has been for 
ten years a member of the House Naval Commit- 
tee, and has been an earnest, intelligent friend of 
the navy. 

There is a strong Thomas boom here today. It 
is now understood that Senator Allison is sup- 
porting Thomas for Secretary of the Navy and 
that his chances are brighter than at any time.

DID NOT TALK POLITICS. 


Gen, Harrison ‘gynhought Not to Have Set- 
tled on a Cabinet. 

InpIaANapoiis, Ind., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Harrison appeared to be giving little 
thought, to politics today. With the excep- 
tion of about three hours that he spent in his 
library going over the daily mail, which he 
did alone, as Private Secretary Halford was 
out of the city, he gave attention to callers, 
none of whom urged consideration of poli- 
tics, and the remainder of the time was 
spent out of doors. It is believed that he 
has not yet m his own mind settled the Cab- 
inet problem, but there are a few names that 
are receiving his deliberate considera- 
tion and his determination wili be reached, 
it is thought, within a few days, and nothing 
will be left in doubt by the 15th, or, at the 
latest, the 20th inst. His visitors today com- 
prised two delegations, one of which came 
from Cincinnati and was composed of Presi- 
dent Morrison of the Board of Trade; 
Charles Neilson, General Superintendent of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Railway; 
Theodore Cook, and Andrew Hickenlooper. 
Their mission was to induce the President- 
elect to stopon his way to Washington at 
Cincinnati. Ashe has made arrangements 
to travel over the Pennsylvania line he could 
not promise to make the visit. 

At3o’clock this afternoon over 100 mem- 
bers of the Marion County Tippecanoe Club 
called on Gen. Harrison for the purpose of 


presenting him with the Bihle purchased by 


the clubsome time ago. The binding was 
specially designed for Gen. Harrison. On the 
blank pages were recorded the names of 
thirty veterans who have gone from earth 
aud the signatures of 121 members who par- 
ticipated in the gift. They were received in- 
formally by Gen. Harrison. 

When all had entered the rooms the sacred 
book in its velvet-lined case was placed be- 
fore the President-elect, and the Rev. Dr. 
money Day made a brief address as fol- 
ows: 


GENERAL: You have long since felt that there

helpless, but with which they are furnished for 
every great emergency and every high duty—a 
book whose pages are stored with untold wealth 
fortime and eternity, and which, therefore, by 
common consent, is named “The Book.“ We, 
also, taught by the Wise and Good, and éspe- 
clally by our own personal experience, 
have learned to put tho same high 
estimate upon this book of books; 
and now, as by the suffrages of your countrymen 
you are about to assume the duties of the no- 
blest magistracy upon earth, the Tippecanoe 
Club of Marion County, which delights to honor 
the name you bear, which thanks d that the 
Republic ts impatiently awaiting the day, so 
near at hand, when it may hail you as its hon- 
ored President, and which prays that the mighty 
arm may sustain and divine wisdom guide you 
under the coming pressure of heavy responsibil- 
ities, begs your acceptance of a copy of this 
priceless book. confidently assured that as it has 
been in the past so it will remain, to the 
end of time, for all Presidents and all people, 
the one at light shining in upon our darkness, 
the one unerring guide through faithfulness on 
earth to blesseduess in Heaven. 

General, you will find many of our names upon 
certain of these pages. Should you notice in our 
penmanship some lack of elegance we beg you 
also to notiee that, though the half century since 
we were young may have taken much of cunning 
from our fingers, it has dy no means chilled the 
warmth of our hearts or made them one whit 
less loyal to the principies we espoused so many 
years ago, and to yourself, the illustrif=us repre- 
sentative. 

Gen. Harrison, after a moment’s silence, 
respondea as follows: 

Dr. GAY AND MY VENERABLE FRIENDS: Since 
the organization of this club in 1876 you have 
given me many evidences of your W and 
many of your affectionate regard. du have 
witnessed to me not only your confidence in my 
capacity to discharge public duty, but you have 
shown that 1 had also an afflectiouate place in 
the personal regard of each of you. But of all 
these evidences this parting visit and this pre- 
cious and suggestive gift are the crown. 
I shall presently cease to be your neighbor for a 
time; and those years, though not many, will not 
improbably close the earthly career of some of 
those into whose fades I now look. This parting 
is to me full ot pathos. The occasion is too 

emn and too touching for speech. But the 
bright day without gives testimony that even 
winter days may be — and full of sunshine; 
and this 1 hope has nu and will be realized 
by every one of you. 1 shall lean upon 
you ana upon that great company of our 
patriotic ana God fearing people whom I 
represent, I cannot ho to escape just 
criticism in the discharge of the enormous and 
complicated duties which are soon to devolve 
upon me; but I do hope that I shall escape fatal 
error and thatit will appear, when my inade- 

unte and brief work is done, that I have set be- 
ore me, as the pole-star of my public life, a 
patriotic purpose to promote the true glory of 
our country ana the highest good of our people. 
God diess you every one. May the consolations 
of this holy book fill your lives with ace and 
make the last the best day of ail your honorable 
lives. 

At the conclusion of the General’s words 
the veterans, many of them trembling with 
emotion, passed along, and, clasping the Gen- 
eral’s hand, in silence they took their leave. 
The scene was probably the most solemn 
and pathetic ever witnessed in Gen. Harri- 
son’s house. 

A few weeks ago Charles E. Barber of the 
United States Mint at Philadeiphia requested 
the President-elect to sit for his picture in 
order that, if desired, an engraving might 


be made from the photograph for use on bills 


or coin. A local photographer’ took some 
splendid pictures of the General, but they 
were not quite satisfactory, for they were 
not profiles. Mr. Barber then wrote Russell 
Harrison requesting that his father accord 
the photographer anotner sitting for a strict- 
ly profile picture and the General graciously 
complied with the request. The prints were 
forwarded to the mint today.

THE LOWER ROUSE OF THE DIET 
PASSES THE OLVIL LIST BILL. 


Much Opposition to Increasing the@lready 
Enormous Wealth of the Imperial Fam- 
ily—The Emperor’s Health Bad—Jesuits 
Not Wanted in the Colonies—Ina the In- 
terest of Bimetallism—Anglo-German 
Negotiations—Other News from Berlin.

Bern, Feb. 9.—In the Lower House of the 
Prussian Diet today the Emperor’s Civil List 
bill passed the second reading after a de- 
bate in which the Progressists emphatically 
protested against the increasing of the im- 
perial allowance by 3,500,000 marks. The 
minority against the bili included Richter, 
Munckel, Halberstadt, Ichmieder, Langer- 
haus, and Virchow. They had no diffi- 
culty in proving that the wealth of 
the imperial family is already enor- 
mous, the Emperor having at his disposal 
not only his revenue of 13,250,000 marks, but 
also other resources from his family do- 
mains. The Hotkammer, which administers 
the domains, is charged with the care of the 
Crown edifices, forests, and lands and the 
‘collection of rents. The forest districts 
alone cover 157,000 morgen or 39,250 hectares. 
The farm lands are so extensive as to re- 
quire division into seventy-seven steward- 
ships (pachtvorwerken), each comprising a 
number of farms. Further, the Minister of 
the Royal Household has charge of the reve- 
nues of four seignoiries, comprising other 
extensive domains and farms, 

The supporters of tha bill included @ the 
members of the Government groups. They 
could not show any necessity for the increase 
of the imperial income. They. rested their 
demand upon the argument that as the Em- 
peror’s functions and work were increasing 
his revenue ought to be enlarged. 

The Emperor, who took a personal interest 
in the progress of the measure, had a tele- 
— announcing the result sent to him at 

otsdam, where he was presenting a flag 
and streamers to the First Regiment of 
Foot Guards. The temper of the Govern- 
ment majocity was such that it would have 
voted a much larger sum if requested. 

THE EMPEROR’S HEALTH BAD. 

The state of nealth of the Emperor is again 
delicate. With the renewal of severe 
weather the ear troubie has been aggravated. 
Dr. Bergman has been 8 summoned 
three times this week. The constantly re- 
curring earaches do not prevent the Em- 
peror’s incessant pursuit of work. He rises 
at5o’clock. If he is unable to sleep during 
the night he writes notes on his work. He 
always keeps 2 and paper within reach 
of the bed. e makes his ildren share 
his own severe regimen. 1 Princesses 
are roused at 6 o’ciock, when they take a 
cold bath. They often breakfast with their 
father at 6:30, and their lessons begin at 7 
o’clock. The Crown Prince has just obtained 
his first grade in the army, having been ap- 
pointed a gefreite, a posiuon,simular to that 
of corporal. ‘He has now his own suite of 
rooms and household. Twice daily heis in- 
structed in military drill with his 
brothers. He is allowed one and a half hours 
daily for play. This scheme of lessons and 
life for each hour is rigidly executed. Dr. 
Bergmann is reported to have advised the 
Emperor of the necessity of relaxation. The 
Emperor in reply cited the tame he passed in 
joining in the children’s play and lessons as 
genuine relaxation. 

NO CHANCE FOR THE JESUITS. 

The adjournment of the Reichstag has 
caused the postponement of the final discus- 
sion of several important questions. 

Dr. Windthorst has given notice that he 
will offer a motion to insert in the acts regu- 
lating the judicial condition of the countries 
under German protection guarantees of hb- 
erty of conscience to natives and foreigners, 
the free exercise of public worship, and the 
right of missionary propaganda. The motion 
has the semblance of a simple declaration in 
favor of religious toleration, but con- 
cealed under the recognition of this general 
principle the Centre party aims at obtaining 
the assent of the Reichstag to a Jesuit propa- 
gandain the colonies. A similar attempt 
was made in 1885, when the order of St. Es- 
prit, affiliated with the Jesuits, demanded 
the assent of the Government to the found- 
ing of missions in West Africa. Prince Bis- 
marck then replied that the religious orders 
forbidden in Germany were prohibited in the 
colonies. 

The national press, discussing Dr. Wind- 
thorst’s motion, declares that the attitude of 
the Government will be found to be un- 
changed, that the Government will not re- 
fuse the fullest liberty to the Catholic prop- 
aganda; but that the Jesuits being recog- 
nized asa dangerto German interests, in 
view of the society’s character asan active 
international agent, cannot be allowed a 
footing in the colonies that would open the 
door for their admission into Germany. 

BIMETALLISM. 

ing the unsettled question of bi- 
metaliism in the Reichstag, a majority, com- 
posed of Conservatives, Free Conservatives, 
and Centerists, are not satisfied with the 
waiting attitude of the Government and 
want the Chancellor to initiate negotions for 
an international conference on the ratio of 
gold and silver. Should England delay act- 
ing on the recommendations of the bimet- 
aliic members of the Engiish Currency Com- 
mission, aod failing early government action, 
Herren Helldorf, Mirbach, and Kardorff will, 
on the reopening of the oye introduce a 
resolution calling upon the vernment to 
convoke a conference. 

During Thursday’s debate Herr Bamberger 
made a powerful statement in support 
of the gold standard. He heid that the pres- 
ent prosperity of Germany was greatly due 
to the abandonment of bimetailism, and 
showed that the country heid gold stock, in- 
ciuding the bullion in the Reichsbank and 
private banks, and the war treasure in the 
fortress at Spandau, amounting to 800,000,000 
marks, the Reichsbank alone holding 400,- 
000,000. Business, especialiy tinance, was 
booming, he said, and all countries were 
coming to Germany for loans. 

His arguments failed to impress the ma- 
jority m favor of bimetallism, which is de- 
termined to push the question to a division 


Tne position of Herr Scholz, Prussian Min- 
ister of Finance, is seriously menaced, owing 
to his advocacy of the gold standard. 

5 ANGLO- GERMAN NEGOTIATIONS. 

Both the Emperor and Prince Bismarck 
have held long conferences with Lord 
Charles Beresford, aud the Emperor has 
given him and the chiefs of the Ger- 
man havy a banquet. During the in- 
terview the conversation turned upon 
Engiand’s state of preparation for a war 
against the combined naval forces of France 
and Russia. Prince Bismarck, it isre 
advised Lord Charles thatan Anglo-French 
war was nearly as probable as one between 
France and Germany, and that if tne Bou- 
langer clique saw a vossibility of beating 
England by a sudden attack they would pre- 
fer the risk to taking the chances of the ter 
rible results of defeat by Germany. Prince 
Bismarck deciared his readiness to conclude 
u defensive alliance with England. He told 
Beresford to strong'y represent to his Goy- 
eroment the urgent necessity that England 
should put her house in order. 

The North German recurring to the 
Senart incident, explains that the German 
Embassy in Paris acted upon a decree from 
the Chancellor prohibiting the granting of 
passports to French officers on the active 
list. After referring to the militant attitude 
of the French press and to *“* Draconian ordi- 
napnces with reference to espionage, which 
render it impossible fora German officer to 
enter France,” che Gazette adds: “As we 
have had to abandon hope for a more - 
ful disposition on the part of our neighbord, 
we act without hate or anger, and only from 
political rations, according to 
of reciprocity.”

A BUDGET OF NEWS FROM MILWAUKEE. 


Express Rates Troubie—A Jury Disagree— 
Robbed by His Roommate. 

Mitwavkeg, Wis., Feb. 9.— [Special. At 
a largely attended meeting of the business- 
men of this city this afternoon it was re- 
solved to resist any discrimination in express 
rates in favor of Chicago as against Milwau- 
kee. This action was the result of the re- 
port of the special committee appointed some 
days ago to investigate the matter. The re- 
port showed that for the last two years the 
express rates between the East and Milwau- 
kee have been about 100 per cent higher than 
the Chicago rates. Letters were received 
from Chicago merchants showing that while 
the rates to Chicago have been $1.50 per 100 
pounds for about two years past the same 
rates to Milwaukee have been $2.50 and . 
A dispatch from L. W. Fargo, Superintend- 
ent of the American Express Company, was 
read, in which he said that the question of 
rates between the East and Milwaukee had 
been referred to the Presidents of the three 
express companies today, and an answer 
was expected Monday or Tuesday.

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A BRIDGE AT WASHINGTON STREET. 


Mayor Roche Basa Pian for Such an Im- 
provement—Other Matters. 


The Mayor has conceived the idea of 
a bridge 

at Washington street which will give 
way without recourse to Mr. Yerkes’ tunnel. 
The Construction of new bridges at Adams, Mad- 
ison, and Ciark streets will leave the city in pos- 
session of the bridges now in use, all of which 
are in fair condition. To decide what to do with 
them the Mayor conferred with Commissioner 
Swift, Engineer Northway, Gen. Fitz-Simons, 
Ald. Badenoch, Wetherell, and others, 
and has decided en a plan for utilizi the 
bridge now in use at Madison street for Wash- 
ington street, which he will submit to the Coun- 
cil Monday night. Said the Mayor last evening: 

The Madison street bridge is one of the best in 
the city. It is built of iron and a steam turning 
N has deen put in within a year or two. 

idea is to place the Madison street bridge at 
ashington street. We can put the briage in 
N there at small expense to the city. Un- 
er an old ordinance, the railroad companies 
would be compelled to construct viaducts over 
their tracks, and the entrances to the tunnel 
should be chunged from their present posi- 
tion to give better access to the street. 
I would have a roof built over the entrance to 
the tunnel from the east, leaving just room for 
Mr. Yerkes’ cars to pass under, and on top of this 
roof ,would construct an electric light plant. 
This portion of the city is badly in need of elec- 
tric | ghis, and ground is too valuable to use 
especially for t purpose. In the scheme I 
have mentioned the only expense would be the 
construction of the plant. If Mr. Yerkes re- 
models the tunnel as he proposes it would make 
a bridge at Washington street impossible, and it 
strikes me we have a chance for a bridge there 
now which may never come again. I haven't fig- 
ured out the exact cost but will send in an 
estimate to the Council Monday night.“

Nearly ail attending the meeting made speeches 
explaining the nature and purposes of the 
Organization, presenting different methods 
of accomplishing the end aimed at 
and urging immediate action looking. to 
the purification of the primary elec 
tions. The first business was the adeption 
ofa resolution creating sub committees of three 
in each ward in the city, in Hyde Park, Lake 
View, the Town of Lake, and in each Commis- 
sioner’s district to effect local organizations. The 
appointing of these committees was left to the 
Chuirman, who wiil report at the next meeting 
of the club. 

Ex-Senator Leman, who, with Attorney Wash- 
burne, was instrumental in framing what is 
known as the Leman law for the purification 
of present primary me.hods, exblained his inter- 
est in organizing the club. We must have fair 
and honest judges,” he said, “and

begin to have fair primary elections. The most 
crooked and dishonest primaries that have ever 
been held in this city have been under the opera- 
tion of the Crawford law, and it is time for us to 
do something. At present it does not look as 
though we can bring about the necessary legis- 
lation before the spring eiections shali be held, 
but we can exert the morai influence of this or- 
ganization."’ 

Among those present there appeared to be 
great dissatisfaction with the present Crawford 
law, and foilowing Senator Leman Capt. Healy 
referred to it as a license to commit fraud.“ 

“No matter how many votes are cast,“ Capt. 
Healy said, the judges do just as they please. 
Inever knew it to fail that in all contests the 
candidate contesting was eventualiy thrown 
out. I think that we ought to make the force of 
this club telt by going before the county ana 
city conventions and demanding for this body a 
representative upon each primary board. et 
us give notice tothe seif-constituted leaders of

Mr. Foster, who also spoke, said: My expe- 
rience with primaries is that only those who get 
up at 2 or 8 in the morning get a vote.

TO UTILIZE NIAGARA’'S GREAT POWER

A Chicago Inventor Believes He Has 
Soived the Problem, 

M. Maginn, a mechanical engineer living at 
No. 2222 Wabash avenue, believes he has solved 
the long debated probiem of utilizing the Niag- 
ara Falls water power. In speaking of his in 
vention yesterday Mr. Maginm said: 

“The Niagara Falls furnishes and wastes 
epough power every year to run all the ma- 
chinery in the land. Several attempts nave 
been from time to time made by engineer. to 
utilize this immense power, but every effort 
met with nothing but failure. For some 
time 1 have been giving this sub- 
ject much consideration, the result of 
which is, in my opinion, a device for the econom- 
ical ana efficicnt development of this power for 
— greg purposes. If you have given the sub- 
ect any attention you wül have observed that 
ail provious plans have been to get the power 
from either the face of the waterfall or the 


P. 
Now I have gone under the falls for mine. I 
propose to blast the solid rook under the falls, in 


uous, Making a recess in the rock some thirty 
feet wide by sixty-tive feet high and about 115 
deep. Itisin this recess the machine will be 
placed. The machine will comprise an 
overshot wheel of sixty feet diam- 
eter with main drivin shaft and 
spur gears, and intermediate shaft and connect- 
ing gears with which are to be connected elec- 
tric generators. These will de ou a carrying 
frame sufficiently heavy to support the weizht 
and secured to an iron truss. It is designed to 
place upon traveling frame four mammoth 
dynamos of about 2,500 horse- power each and 
four similar dynamos upon a suspension frame 
directiy underneath. 

“Four of these, only. will bein use simul- 
taneously, the others to reserved 
for auxiliary purposes. The traveling 
frame is operated oy hydraulic pressure, 
a cylinder for that purpose being attached to the 
stationary frame. The water-wheel will engage 
and disengage with the fdliing water. Govern- 
ors control and regulate the flow of pressure into 
the hydraulic cylinders, the piston-rod of which 
is connected wiih the traveling frame. I supply 
the hydraulic pressure by means of a force 
pump. The entire device is inclosed by a stone 
wall laid in cement and protected by an iron 
and brick arched waterproof roof. It will be 
ventilutea and supplied with air by exhaust 
and suction fans placed in the pump-bouse on 
the bank. It will be lighted with electricity. 

»The buckets on the water-wheel will be two 
feet by 10 feet, and will furnish an estimated 
horse-power of 16,660. The entire cost will not 
exceed $200,000. Tue intention is to transmit the 

wer to Buffalo anc the surrounding districts 
— electric cable and establish electric stations 
for renting and supplying light aud power for all 
purposes. You wouldn't believe it, but I could 
furnish even at that distance power to run 
machinery, electric. cars, ana everything of a 
mechanical nature here in Chicago. I am waiting 
to complete arrangements with certain capital- 
ists and then you will see the great scheme con- 
sum mated.”’

Henry was also charged with robbery. A gold 
watch was found in his possession which was 
identified as the property of Lou Mason, a Chi- 
cago & Eastern Lilinois conductor.

‘There 
were no warrants in the case, and when Justice 
White suggested to the officer that he had bet 
ter swear to a formal complaint the officer re- 
plied that the bonds in the burglary case would 
be sufficient to hold Henry, and that the rob- 
bery cause would be taken directly to the grand 
jury.

Boring a *quare Hole. 

The expression “As impossible as boring a 
square hole has held good since Noah’s Ark 
slid from the ways. But man’s ingenuity nas at 
last assigned it to the thick-coated oblivion now 
occupied by White Wings and Robert Els- 
mere.“ An Iowa man has invented a machine 
that will “bore a square hole.”’ It is a very 
simple contrivance. Except the boring part it 
is Uke an ordinary carpenter's auger. But in- 
stead of an auger an endless chain plays up and 
down on either side of a shank, the shank ing 


‘in an upright position, just as the auger is in 


the carpenter's machine. On the bottom 
of this shank are two saws, one of either side, 
three inches in diameter, which revoive in a ver- 
tical position. They cut the sides of the mor- 
tise. The endless chain is a series ot steel bars, 
independent of each other; a few of them have 
an edge. This chain, or elevator, as the inventor 
terms it, runs.along a groove in the shank, down 
under the bottom where the work is done, in 
cutting away the wood between the tas. 
The saws get their momentum from the chain. 
The machine can be adjusted to any incline and 
make a hole as square as a die, as was demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the reporter.

Paxis, Feb. 9.—A reporter found Prof. Pas- 
teur this afternoon in the magnificent build- 
ing of the Institute Pasteur in Rue Rotat, 
which public subscription erected in honor 
of and as a nome for the great scientist. 

„Ves,“ said he with a pleasant smile, “I 
think you will be able to give pleasant news 
to the New World. My able assistants, Drs. 
Roux and Yersiro, have .discovered the 
germ of the terrible disease diphthe- 
ria, which so ravages in the winter 
your large cities, 1 believe, in more vir- 
ulent form than it does any other part of tlie 
world.

“This is how we stand: We have found 
the deadly germ, but we have not yet secured 
@ prophylactic for a cure or prevention. My 
confrbéres are now at work solving the prob- 
lem, ana, from their success so far 
in. this original field of research, I 
have little doubt that the inoculating 
fluid will be forthcoming. We have virus 
bottled and corked. We can give any num- 
ber of vabbits and dogs diphtheria, and kill 
them as effectually as though they caught it 
first hand in the regular course of events. 
We bave not, howeVer, succeded in getting 
attenuated virus, and so cannot inoculate, 

**] wish vou would lay great stress upon 
this point, because I know the wonderful re- 
ceptivity of the American people for news 
and ideas, and I am afraid whole sbiploads 
will Be coming over to secure by a visit to 
the Institute Pasteur immunity from diph- 
theritic affections. them, please. we are 
not ready for busi et, but perhaps will 
be in the summer.“ 

As the reporter turned to leave Pasteur he 
made an inspection of his glass tubes filled 
with the deadly germs, microbes, or bacilli 
of the many diseases which flesh is heir to. 
Pasteur remarked with asmile: Our chil- 
dren are in luck. It will be much pleasanter 
to live in the twentieth century, when epi- 
demics be done away with.”’

to ask the Chamber to fix Monday for discus- 
sion of the former and place the second on 
the order of the day for Thursday foliowing. 

In his speech yesterday Floquet dwelt on 
the necessity of deciding concerning elect 
oral reform, which, under the present cir- 
cumstances, is the weapon the Republicans 
stand in need of in order to successfully re- 
sist their adversaries of Republican 
institutons. He added that he pro- 
posed to remain faithful to his program 
which is that of the Kadicals, and urgec 
that the question of revision be taken hold 
of immediately after the scrutin d’arrond- 
issement and declared he could not think of 
remaining in office uniess those who shared 
his opinions gave him their mark of conti- 
dence.

In reality the situation in the Cabinet re- 
mains unmodified. Floquet has learned that 
his influence over the Radicals themselves 13 
extremely weak, for from only part of them 
could he obtain the slight concession that he 
demanded. As to the moderate Republicans 
they have only lukewarm confidence in 
the policy of a Cabinet that still persists in 
its ical program and abstains from pur- 
suing its plans for revision. 

Francis Maynard in this morning’s 
Figaro, says the Ministry bas escaped once 
more. Floquet will have a dangerous mo- 
ment to pass when the revision comes up for 
discussion. But these ministerial incidents 
have no bearing on the general course of 
events. This wil only be modified by the 
October elections. As for revision, Fioquet 
may persist in asking for it and in getting 
the Chamber to vote it, but it will only be 
an excuse fora noisy session at the Palais 
Bourbon.

J. H. Burns Is Arrested on a Charge of 
Blackmaili—The Result of a Feud. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Feb. 9.—[Special.|—The 
old feud existing between Chief Black of the 
St. Paul Fire Department and Editor J. H. 
Burns of the West St. Paul Hera/d has cul- 
minated in the arrest of Burns on the 
charge of blackmail.

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AN INTEREATING TALK WITH SECRE- 
TARY FAIRCHILD, 


Nest, and Is Now Acquiring Some Val- 
unable Experience—Peculiar Methods of 
the New York Custom- House Officials 
Commented On-—The Removal of Ap- 
praiser McMullen and His Suabordi- 
nates. 4 ; 

Wasnrnoton, D. C., Feb. 9.— [Special. I—1 
came on from New York last evening with 
the purpose of interviewing Secretary Fair- 
child on the subjeet of frauds inthe conduct 
of the New York Appraiser’s office. The 
Secretary received me cordially, ard I had 
a free conversation with him lasting two 
hours. The Secretary is a handsome man of 
prepossessing appearance, of medium stature, 
rather stout, about 35 to 40 years of. age ap- 
parently, with a full face, a short brown 
mustache, and kindiy eyes. He is frank, 
talks with deliberation, and looks you 
straight in the face as he speaks. I thanked 
the Secretary for his courtesies to me 
while I was Appraiser of the Port of 
Chicago under his administration of the 
customs division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and told him I should like to know ex- 
actiy what he had done in his high office to 
earn the dislike and harsh criticisms of the 
sugar refiners. and sugar brokers of 
the City of New York. He smiled, said 
it was a long story, and proceeded to 
give in bold outline a history of the investi- 
gations of the New York Custom-House in- 
stituted by him and conducted under his di- 
rection during the last three years. 
I could not, if I would, give Secre- 
tary Fairchild’s exact language. I 
shall content myself by stating the sub- 
stance of it, and drawing such conclusions 
as seem inevitably to flow from his statement 
of fact. Imay premise by saying that the 
Secretary’s manner and words carry con- 
viction to the mind of the listener, convic- 
tion of his integrity of purpose, and bence of 
the entire good faith with which he entered 
upon the work of trying to purify the cus- 
toms service in the City of New York. 

THE SECRETARYS HARD EXPERIENCE. 

I am not so sure that he realized what lim- 
itless slander would, in any event, be poured 
uponh is devoted head. I know by long experi- 
ence that the public servant, be he high or 
low, who antagonizes the peculiar methods 
in vogue at the custom-house of 
the chief city of the land is 
sure to be denounced at least by 
the press of that city, and probably by the 
entire mercantile community. Mr. Fairchild 
knows this fact now. The New York Den- 
ing Post assaults him daily by insinuation and 
innuendo, and the ines has at last 
come to the aid of its contemporary. 
The attack of the Time, however. is 
a half-hearted affair, which has been in- 
duced, probably, by the influence of the 
sugar importers. Mr. Fairchilda’s trouble be- 

an three years ago, and it was in this way: 

Jp to that time sugar importers received 
a drawback of 82.82 per 100 pounds 
on sugar reéxported. An _  investiga- 
tion by Special Agents Tichenor, Tingle, 
aud Spalding showed that the sugar 
on which such drawback was allowed could 
not have paid over $2.40 per 100 pounds. On 
this report Secretary Fairchild reduced the 
drawback tentatively to $2.60 per 100 pounds. 
From that moment the sugarrefiners lost 
confidence in the Secretary of the Treasury. 
They complained that his action reduced 
their profits, but virtual! admitted its 
justice, saying that they had been receiy- 
ing too large a drawback. Strange to say, 
however, they did not offer to refund to the 
Government any of their ill gotten gains. 

WHY THE APPRAISERS WERE REMOVED. 

The removal of appraising officers at New 
York was brought about at the instance of 
Boston merchants and business-men of the 
highest reputation. Secretary Fairchild was 
convinced, at least, of the inefficiency of the 
Shearers, sugar examiners,and Appraiser Mc- 
Mullen. He acted in every case after the most 
thorough investigation by trusted officers of 
the Treasury Department. He had nothing 
to gain by casting reproach upon old servants 
of the public pecause he did not know them 
personally, still less could he wish to re- 
tiect unfavorably upon the custom-house 
methods of the metropolis of the coun- 
try, since it is situated in the chief 
city of his native State. But asa sworn offi- 
cer of the Government he had a duty to per- 
form, end he was bound to perform it fear- 
lessiy. The New York Henne fost has 
made much of the cruelty of Secreta 
Fairchild’s act in removing from of- 
fice Appraiser McMullen, an officer 
of thirty-six years’ svanding,” an officer 
** who always performed his duty faithfully,”’ 
etc. But the Secretary does not regret this 
act. He tbinks Mr. McMuilen had perhaps 
been too long in office. And he relates this 
circumstance in support of such con- 
clusion.

Afraid of Pope Leo. 

New York, Feb. 9.— The Catholic News of 
this city has received from its Rome corre- 
spondent a cablegram stating that Mr. Glad- 
stone has resigned his contemplated visit to 
the Eternal City” at the express wish of 
the Italian Government, and in accordance 
with the earnest requests from persons high 
in the diplomatic service of England. The 
dispatch states that Signor Crispi has 
brought all the influence he could command 
to make Mr. Gladstone change his mind or 
return to England without visiting Rome. 
One of tae Pope’s domestic prelates re- 
marked to the correspondent: “ This is an- 
other proof that the Italian Government 
fears the influence of Leo XIII. on the minds 
of men who come into personal contact with 
him. It was feared that Gladstone might 
sanction an appeal to the nations and give 
countenance toa scheme which it is known 
the Holy Father has in view.“ 


A Circular from De Lesseps. 

Paris, Feb, 9.—M. de Lesseps has sent a 
circular letter to the subscribers of the new 
Panama Canal Company in which he says: 
“The law regarding the formation of com- 
panies requires the deposit of one-quarter of 
the share capital. This condition has not 
been fultilled by the subscribers for 
the new issues of shares. 1 cannot 
therefore constitute a company for the com- 

letion of the Panama Canal. It will now

A storm on the British Coast. 

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—A furious gale prevailed 
in the English Channel ali last night. The 
weather was bitterly cold. A number of 
small wrecks have been reported. 

The British bark Glen Grant, Capt. Critch- 
ley, from Pensacola, has been wrecked at 
Hoiyhead. No lives were lost. All along 
the coast there have been numerous wrecks. 
A bark has been lost off Grimsby, and all 
hands were drowned. 


Charged with Killing Inspector Martin. 

DvuBLin, Feb. 9.— Five prisoners, who are 
charged with having participated in the mur- 
der of Police Inspector Martin while he was 
atvempting to arrest Father McFadden 
Sunday last at Gweedore, reached London- 
derry this morning under a strong police es- 
cort. Father McFadden was removed from 
Gweedore to the jail at Londonderry at an 
early hour this morning. 


Soldiers Charge on Workingmen. 
Roux, Feb. 9.—A panicky feeling prevailed 
in this city today owing to the riotous demon- 
strations by the unemployed workingmen. 
The stores opened early, but soon closed. 
This forenoon 300 workingmen assmpbled in 
the Piazza Dante, but a force of cavalry 
charged upon and dispersed them. 


A Meeting of the, French Cabinet. 

Paris, Feb. 9.—A meeting of the Cabinet 
was held today. M. Floquet, the Prime 
Minister, spoke in favor of giving priority 
in the Chamber of Depvties to tne Scrutin 
d' Arrondissement bill over the bill for the 
revision of the constitution. He said he 
would only raise the question of confidence 
in the Government if the incidents of the 
debate rendered such action necessa The 
matter would certainly be made a Cabinet 
guestion should the attitude of any of the 
groups demand it. 


The Ameer Collecting His Troops. 

Moscow, Feb. 9.—The Viedomosti states that 
the Ameer of Afghanistan has collected 20,- 
000 men on the frontier with the intention of 
pursuing Ihsak Khan.

AN ELECTION BILL PASSES. 


The Indiana Senate Adopts a System Simi 
lar to the Australian. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 6.—[Special.]— 
The Indiana Senate this afternoon ep- 
grossed the bill providing for a new elec- 
tion system similar to that of Aus- 
two days 
and a half to consideration of it. Near- 
lv every section of it was amended. The 
changes include a substitute for Sec. 34, 
which makes it a feiony for any person to 
carry away election ballots or stamps with- 
out the consent of the custodian, which may 
be punished by 1 for from three 


to ten pears. he pay of mne spe- 
cial m who shall deliver 
the election tickets to the county 


clerk if they are not called for within ten 
days prior to tne election was reduced from 
$5 to $2 a day and the mileage from ten to 
five cents. As a substitute for Sec. 43 Sen- 
ator Thompson proposed regulations for the 
registration of voters, but the substitute was 
rejected, the Democrats voting solidly against 
it. Nearly half a day was occupied in dis- 
cussing Sec. 46, which requires that in all 
factories. work shail be suspended for fully 
four hours in order that workingmen may 
have an opportunity to vote. Senator 
Harness thought two hours would be 
sufficient, and a suspension for four 
hours might seriously interfere with 
work or prove a hardship unnecessarily to 
those concerned. After various amendments 
and substitutes had been proposed it was 
finally determined by the majority that there 
should be no change in the section. with the 
exception of an amendment proposed by Sen- 
ator Johnson, which was accepted without 
opposition, making it apply to railroad com- 
panies as well as manufactories and mines. 
Two bills, much alike, were passed by the 
House for the protection of empioyés of rail- 
way companies. One of them requires the 
employment of car and machinery inspectors, 
makes void any agreemeat by employés not 


to hold the company responsibie for 
injuries where injury results. Defects 
in machinery are made prima _ facie 


evidence upon which damages may be se- 
cured. The other bill embodies the same 
provisions, somewhat more particularly 
stated, but the employé must not himself be 
at fault. !

tne Water-Color Society opened their annua! 
exhibition with a tancy dress ball. One be- 
held a céngress of ail nations and all epochs, 
met to discuss important probiems of life 
and love to the tune of a Waltz, in a setting 
of soft toned pictures, mellow rugs and tap- 
estries, and delicate hangings of white and 
gold. All things modern or trivial were ban- 


ished from this gay assembly. Not a square 
inch of black broadcioth was visible, for even 
the musicians and attendants had dived 
into the pictu ue past, to emerge 
as Venetian minstrels or Henry VIII. beet- 
eaters. The nineteenth century was banished 
utterly, even to those dart aud original 
conceits which usually fill a fancy dress ball 
with flower giris, clowns, babies, and biddies. 
As a rule each costume was typical of some 
historic epoch, and each epoch had a quad- 
rille to itseif, so that in watching the dancers 
one seemed to be looking back on some by- 
gone scene of splendor, some revel in the 
courts of Louis XV., in the Doge’s Palace in 
Venice, or in Engiand during the piping times 
of Addison. 

The keynote of the decorations was Vene- 
tian, in eonformity with the architecture of 
the building, but the treasures of no time or 
ciime were scorned. The scene was brilliant 
as one entered and looked up the crimson- 
carpeted stairway to the corridor, From the 
railing old French and Flemish tapestries 
and rich pieces of embroidery, whose colors 
time had meliowed, hung down to the stair; 
and over the rail leaned huadreds of strange 
foreign creatures, whose eager faces alone 
were recognizabie. Places at this railing 
were ardently, sought, for from it the enter.

THE FORTHCUMING REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


Facts and Figures Which Show That Pub- 


lic Improveinents for 1888 Were Large- 


ly in Excess of Any Other in The His- 


tory of the City—A Superior Class of 


Work at a Minimum Cost—A Summary 
of the Document. 

Commissioner Swift's report of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works will be issued in afew 
days and will prove much more interesting than 
dry cothpilations of the kind aboynding in tech- 
nical details and statistics usually do. It tells 


the history in concise and lucid shape of the 


most successful year of public work in the his- 
tory of Chicago. The report truthfully asserts 
that the improvements undertaken and com- 
pleted during the year 1888 are largelyin ex- 
cess of any previous year. 

“ Tne increused number of miles of streets im- 
proved, the water mains laid and sewers con- 
structed, with a greater number of bridges and 
viaducts erected than for severai previous years, 
combined with other minor improvéments pro- 
portionately increased, indicate an extraordi- 
narily active year for the department. And 
further, the successful completion of these ex- 
tensive undertakings with a limited appropria- 
tion, requiring the adoption and enforcement of 
rigid economy in the employment of labor and 
the purchase of material, with the advantage of 
sharp competition in letting of contracts, has 
resulted in giving to the city a class of public 
improvements superior in quality at a minimum 
cost.“ 

During the year 44.52 miles of water pipes were 
laid, making the total number of miles now in 
operation 677.08; while 10,089 new house service 
pipes and taps were added. An addition of 19.86 
miles of brick and pipesewers from 12 to 7½ 
inches in diameter were laid, and the total of the 
sewerage pipes now in the city is 492.38 miles. 
In the matter of street improvement still greater 
progress was made; 54.38 miles were paved and 
2.67- miles were planked. In addition %5,340 
square yards of pavements were laid by street- 
car companies between the tracks. At the close 
of the year there were 348.53 miles of paved 
streets in the city and 1,161.11 miles of sidewalks, 
8282 latter 37.18 miles were laid during the year

@ viaduct over the Fort Wayne and other 
tracks at Thirty-fifth street; the viaduct north 
of Dearborn street bridge; the extension of the 
Twelfth street viaduct to State street; the ap- 
proach and viaducton Fifth avenue to Twelfth 
street bridge; also on the same thoroughfare to 
Polk street bridge, with viaduct connections; 
the construction of the new Wells street, the 
new Eighteenth street, and the new Deerin 
street bridges; the construction of the Centra 
Pumping Station at Harrison street and Des-

The above ungrammatical information met 
the reporter as be made his way into a large, 
low brick building ut the corner of Washing- 
ton boulevard and Staunton street one day 
last week.

sUTTE CITY, MONT. 

Very interesting is the ongin of the name 
of Butte City, Mont. One of the early 
pioneers was engaged prospecting one daj 
when he attracted the attention of a Rocky 
Mountain goat.

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THE POESY OF A RING. 


REVIVAL OF AN OLD CUSTOM OF EM- 
BELLISHING ENGAGEMENT RINGS. 


A Jeweler Exhibits the First Piece of 
Workmanship of the Kind That Was 


Ordered in Chicago—Couplets and Lines 

That Are Engraven in the Gold—Some- 

thing About the Rings of Antiquity 
and Their Mysteries. 

HE proprietor. of one 

of Chicago’s leading 

jewelry shops was ex- 

amining with a mag- 

nifyimg-glass a curi- 

ous specimen of a 

ring when a reporter 

calied on him the 

other day. This,“ he 

said to the visitor, “is 

the first ring of its 

kind to be brought to 

Chicago.“ | 9 

The ring was quite 

massive, and but for 

ite palpable newness 

would have seemed more at home in a collec- 

tion of antiquities than in a modern shop. 

The band was fully one-third of an inch wide 

and thick in proportion. At the front was 

an artisticaily-executed ivory intaglio of 

octagon shape and about one and a third 

inches long and ohe-haif an 

inch wide, this dene surrounded 

by small brilhants of tne finest quality. 

When one slightly pressed a small projection 

at the side of the octagonal shield it slowly 

revolved and clicked urmly into place, re- 

verse face front. Two entwined initials, 

outlined in small and contrasting gems 

(mainly rubies, sapphires, and diamonds) 

were then visible. The beauty of the work- 

manship of this ace could only be fully per- 

ceived and appreciated with the aid of the 

giass. 

Inside the band was a fine specimen of the 
engraver’s art in the shape of a couplet in 
quaint Gothic characters. This ran as fol- 
lows: 

Love him who gave thee this ring of gold; 

Tis he must kiss thee when thou art old. 

It is an engagement ring.“ continued the 
merchant, in answer to an inquiry, and was 
designed and made for a well known Chica-’ 
goan who has lately returned from Europe, 
and who purchased the ivory intaglio in Lon- 
don. This style is new to the present gener- 
ation and is in almost every respect a revi- 
val of the ‘poesy’ or ‘chanson’ rings 
which were the hight of fashion in the six- 
teenth, seventeenth, and eighteenth centu- 
ries, Since that period finger rings have 
graduaily become less massive and elaborate 
until at the present time the acme of fragil- 
ity compatible with durability and strength 
has been reached. The demand has con- 
tinually deen for less weighty bands 
and more impalpable gem settings, and in all 
probability will so continue, It is fairly pos- 
sibie, however, that the ponderous poesy 
and chanson styles may have another inning, 
though it is too early to decide positively, as 
the revival only took place at the end of. last 
summer.”’ 

THE NEW FAD. 

„How did the revival take place and 
where?’ 

It started in London, where a Bond street 
jeweler executed a commission for a young 
nobieman of rather dilettanté tastes 
who was about to be married. 
The young man himself designed the wed- 
ding ring, which was a massive band, 
with a sigle. heart-shaped diamond in gypsy 
setting. Within the band was a couplet of 
his own composition, the whole thing being 
a decided return to old and almost forgotten 
methods. This odd ring received a lar 
amount of attention, and was quic 
seized upon as a new fad by those to 
ro a expense was no object. The museums 
and antique coliections were ransacked 
for designs, and these, with siight modifica- 
tions, may now be seen upon the fingers of 
numerous newly-married or engaged English 
ladies. We have been posted as to the re- 
vival, but hardly expected to be called u 
to spread it so early; but things travel quick- 
ly nowadays, and thus Chicueo has to its 
credit, probably, the first specimen of the 


ne old style. 


“The price of this specimen? Well, a 
check for $500 odd will about foot our bill. 
The couplet was chosen from a number that 
we had compiled in readiness for any con- 
juncture that might arise, and we hope that 
it will please the lady. If the second line of 
the poesy works properly the Chicago divorce 
mill will never have a chance to disrupt this 
union.“ 

VERSES FROM WHICH TO SELECT. 

The compilation mentioned was handed 
over by request and proved to be quite a vol- 
uminous document. The sies, one and 
all, were evidently the product of a more 
sentimental if less utilitarian and divorce- 
able era than the present. small selection 
will illustrate the interesting whole. 

Ring poesies are both in couplet and single 
line forms. The former are generally of a 
serious turn, thus:

From morning til night a continuous 
stream of humanity is entering the circulat- 
ing department at the south end of the corri- 
dor.

The girls, too, who mechanically receive 
the square bits of paper on which are writ- 
ten the numbers of the books wanted look 
weary and go about their work in a perfunc- 
tory, listless manner. There is an air of un- 
reality about the whole place which grates 
upon one's feelings. The canker and worry 
of the outer world seems to exhale from the 
clothing of the whispering, anxious crowd of 
book seekers. The pleasantest part of a visit 
to the circulating library is tucking a book 
under one’s arm and making a bee line for 
the elevator. 

THE REFERENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The reference library, a few doors farther 
to the left, is worth looking into. At first 
it seems as if every chair except a few in the 
railed inclosure reserved for women is occu- 
pied. Atthe corner of the room, however, 4 
is a vacant chair, where a good view may be 
obtained of the many tables surrounded by 
readers. To reach it, however, is no easy 
matter. 

Atoneend of the table, half way down 
the aisle, a man is sitting with his chair tilt- 
ed back so as to block up the passage. On 
his knees he holds a big book which rests at 
an angie on the edge of the table, and witha 
stub pencil he appears to be making notes in 
a memorandum book lying on the large vol- 
ume.

The frequenters 
are mostiy men out of employment, who in 
the enjoyment of a novel or periodical are 
striving to drive away the tedium of their 
situation. Ranged round the walls are news- 
paper racks, the advertisement columns of 
which are thickly soiled, showing where 
rimy finger-ends have wandered up and 
own the column to assist the untutored eye 
of the readers to a possible discovery of a job.

Rarns About Past Exploits That Are Often

pieces,“ as the business is called, is, how- 
ever, only one of many devices by which 
‘needy criminals try to make money. 

Some of them drive a brisk trade in the 
sale of lamps and books, others who are 
small capitalists buy clothing, particularly 
trom those who are under sentence to the 
penitentiary, and who will have no oppor- 
vunity, fora time at least, of wearing any 
but suits of stripes. One man—a well-to-do 
country orewer—who was in disgrace with 
the internal revenue officers, showed his dis- 
position to accumulate cash in a peculiar 
way. He and procured in various 
manners a quantity of the soap issued to the 
prisoners and sentit out in a trunk to a 
friend, who found a ready market tor the 
commodity. 

Speaking of money, it is to be noticed that 
its power is quite as great comparatively in 
Cook County Jail as on the Chicago Board of 
Trade.

THE STORY TOLD BY A CLOCK. 
Illustrated in 


Incident 
Bronze. 
Philadeiphia Record: The most unqiue and 
one of the most valuable clocks probably in 
this city is owned by Dr. J. Newton Walker. 
The timepiece originally cost $1,000, and was 
purchased in France by the grandfather of 
the present owner over 100 years ago. It is 
a production of the latter part of the Louis 
XVI. period. The peculiarity of the style of 
its finish, together with the subject portrayed 
in its decoration, forms a representative type 
of the art of that age when everything that 
contained the slightest sembiance of 
classicism was fashionable. As a work of 
art it is invaluable, as showing the growth

of rich design during the age following the. 


plainer and sterner handicraft of the ages of 
Louis XIV. and Louis XV. 

The clock weighs nearly 150 pounds, and is 
eighteen inches in hight and fifteen inches in 
breadth. Itis made of parian marble and 
bronze, with several brass figures and gilt 
mounting. This work of art stands on four 
lion’s paws of brass. The clock proper rest 
beneath a marble pedinfent having a dial of 
scarce six inches in diameter, on which two 
gilt-mounted brass hands rotate. Near the 
base of the dial are two smaller dials to mark 
the days of the week and month, and also 
the time of tides according to full, half, and 
quarter moons. The clockwork is pa ly 
imbedded in the marble pediment above. 
The latter is an ingenious piece of artistic 
workmanship. It is a frieze-like affair, with 
representations of the principal deities of 
Grecian mythology. 

Most interesting however, is the super- 
structure of bronze, copper, and brass, which 
contains a historical scene from the last 
stage of the French Revolution, during the 
Reign of Terror. The scene is a subterrane- 
an prison beautifully worked in bronze and 
copper.

As the story thus illus- 
trated relates, the daughter gave sustenance 
to her father, to which was added the 
nourishment obtained from reptiles and 
lizards that he killed from time to time. 
Death by the guillotine followed the revela- 
tion portrayed in this scene.

clearly conducted, and the catastrophe truly 
tragic.” 

Dumas the younger introduced a new 
fashion. He wrote his prefaces himself. 

His prefaces attracted more attention than 


his plays. In them he advised husbands to

commandments as they pleased, and alto-* 
gether established an original code of social 
ethics, catty 

Mr. Hoyt, though, following the eminent 
Frenchman’s lead, has not yet ventured as 
far. Though he feels a mission to chastise 
society, he nevertheless tries to chastise it 
with a laugh. Hence he begins with a touch 
of self-depreciation : 

“A Brass Monkey is a somewhat desultory 
reference to a variety of subjects having no par- 
ticular relevancy to what little plot there may 
be in the play. 

Criticism being thus disarmed, the modern 
Juvenal states t he means to castigate: 

1. One thousand and one petty supersti- 
tions of the day. 

2. The insincerity of obtrusive grief. 

3. Auction-room follies. 

4. Society journalism. 

To satirize petty superstitions—which Mr. 
Hoyt, by careful computation, has found to 
be of exactly the same number as the Ara- 
bian Nights—the dramatist draws from his 
birthplace the character of Jonah. What is 
Jonah? Known as Mr. Charles Reed off the 
stage, he is ostensibly assistant in an auction 
room.

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THEATRICAL TOPICS IN NEW YORK. 


Mercy Warren Sets Down Her Impressions 
of German Opera and German Singers. 
New York, Feb. 8.—[Special Correspond- 

ence.|—The Paris version of Tannhäuser 

was given its first American production at the 

Metropolitan Opera-House Wednesday night. 

This version illusti ates the concessions which 

the great German composer made to French 

taste in order to get his work before the pub- 
lic. When Napoleon IIL, moved by the 
friendly intercession of a German Princess, 
ordered its production Wagner was informed 
that a ballet was indispensabie. His artistic 
intuition at once seized upon the open- 
ing scene on the Venusberg as an 
opportunity for “a choregraphic scene 
of some real meaning.” With that 
quick capacity for “making a stumbling- 
block a stepping-stone”? which is character- 
istic of genius, he improved this opportunity 
to the utmost. “I was even delignted,” he 

says, with the task of thus remedying a 

drew 

up an elaborate scheme, according to which 
the scene on the hilis of Venus should be 
raised to a position of great importance.“ 

But even this did not satisfy tue director, 
who longed for a ballet in the second act, in 
order to content the boxhoiders, who, like 
their modern descendants, always arrived 
late. But here the composer drew the line, 
and proceeded with the rehearsals in his 
own way. At first the singers entered into 
the work with great enthusiasm, but they 
were soon discouraged by the om 
nous forebodings of the critics 
and so enslaved by old methods 
and traditions that Wagner soon realized 
that his work would not receive from them 
the poetic, idyllic interpretation which his 
soul longed for. Nevertheless, the rehears- 
als proceeded and the opera was performed 
before a house which, although prepossessed 
against the German and his new ideas by a 
hostile press, yet received his work with en- 
thusiastic applause. But towards tne end of 
the second act the opposition roused itself 
for the fray, and from that time did its best 
to prevent success by malicious cries and 
loud laughter. On the. second night, much 
to the annoyance and wrath of the audience, 
the Paris Jockey Club rushed into the breach 
with whisties and stentorian voices to drown 
the applause; and after a third evening 
of struggie against Parisian courtesy Wagner 
withdrew his work, although the manager 
pronounced it a financial success. 

Since that period of Wagner’s stormy in- 
troduction to the people of Paris managers 
have returned to the earlier version of Tann- 
häuser. Yet the present opportunity of 
comparison is not without great interest. 
The overture becomes an introduction, and 


i by the omission of the familiar splendid 


climax the curtain rises during the 
bacchanale. Venus reclines upon a couch, 
with Tannhäuser half dreaming on the 
ground near her, during the pretty panto- 
mimic spectacle which follows—ine lght 
dance of nymphs and satyrs through meas- 
ures expressive of their characters and vo- 
cations. In the ensuing dialogue between 
Venus and her lover a few changes in the 
score are noticeable, and throughout the 
opera there is a new touch now and then, 
but no important alteration. 

Owing to the illness of Herr Alvary, who 
was cast for the role of the hero, Herr Paul 
Kalisch, the husband of Lilli Lehmann, made 
his American début on this occasion. Though 
he suffered under the disadvantage of not 
having rehearsed with the company he made 
a favorable impression, using his tine 
resonant voice with dramatic intensity and 
keeping conscientiously. up to the pitch, 
which is more than one can always say for 
the Metropolitan soioists. His make-up was 
a trifle effem‘nate and his conception of the 
character of Tannhäuser rather too angelic 
for that medieval worthy, especially in the 
rendition of the Venus song, whose devilish 
quality was not fully indicated. Yeton the 
whole he gave an inteliigent and artistic 
performance, arousing a desire to see more 
of him. Lili Lehmann was a voluptuous, 
imperial Venus, singing with magnificent dra- 
matic force and effectiveness. The Elizabeth 
of pretty Fraulein Bettaque ranks with her 
Eva among the best things this clever artist 
has given us, and the rest of the cast de- 
served high praise. The piece was admira- 
bly mounted, This week the adherents of the 
old and the neworder will beset fairly in 
opposition, for the “Rhinegoid” alternates 
with “li Trovatore.” Why this company, in 
greeting Verdi, should pass by such a work 
as Alda“ to pounce upon Il Trovatore” 
is a mystery to all save the reactionists. 

Herr Anton Seidl is doing admirabie work 
with the Metropolitan orchestra. His ardu- 
ous duties at the opera could hardly be more 
ably fulfilled, and in his last concert at Stein- 
way Hall the magnificent Parsifal introduc- 
tion was given such nobie interpretation that 
the voice of criticism was silenced 
and the audience exalted to the 
seventh heaven of musical rapture. 
On that occasion Herr Kalisch made 
his first American appearance in concert, 
singing with dramatic vigor and fine musical 
appreciation the Florestau aria from Fi- 
delio“ and Beethoven's Adelaide.” A re- 
liable voice is Herr Kalisch’s, well trained, 
robust, and resonant, and intelligentiy 
handled. The concert would have been bet- 
ter for the absence of Miss Madge Wickham, 
a self-conscious young violinist who is 
hardly tit for such important solo work. 

Thomas had the beautiful Lehmann for 
the soloist at his fourth concert Tuesday 
night, she singing with all her usual mag- 
netic obriliancy several songs trom 
Beethoven's Egmont,“ and assisting the 
orchestra in its masterly rendition of por- 
tions of the Damnation of Faust.” The 
second Schumann symphony was tne piece de 
resistance, interpreted in Thomas’ usual 
effective style. 

DRAMATIC MATTERS. 

Mrs. Langtry has somewhat impaired her 
vigorous constitution by hard work. The 
rehearsals lor Macheth were long-con- 
tinued and exhaustive, and the piece proves 
so arduous in action that it robs the actress 
of sleep and haunts her dreams.

The Banner of His Movement Described 
as a Little Rag That Had Long Been 
Used in Oiling the Machine— Excellence 
of Republican Civil Service and Its Par- 
tisan Overturn by the Administration— 
Weak Apology for Promises That Failed 
of Fulfillment.

The remarkable nature of Prof. Norton’s 
assertion regarding Mr. Curtis’ reform 
achievements can only be seen in the full 
sunlight of the details published in his own 
report. The press has given them too little 


attention, and there is no sign that Prof. 
Norton has ever taken them to heart. 


This man, who has achieved more for re- 
form in the last twenty years than all other 
men put together, declares of whole depart- 
ments of the Government that as a body 
they were trained and competent officers, 
but (under his reform Administration) the 
great majority of them have been removed 
or reduced, and their places have been filled 
by untrained successors.”” Does Prof. Nor- 
ton observe that this is a declaration of re- 
trogression and not of advance? It 
16s an official statement that the 
Administrations of the Republican 
party, which Mr. Curtis abandoned 
on the question of reform, had practically ac- 
complished civil service reform by filling the 
offices with trained and competent men, and 
that the Democratic party which Mr. Curtis 
had embraced for the sake of reform, in com- 
bination with the “Independent” party 
which he had organized for the purpose of 
reform, had simpiy and speedily upset the 
reform, outraged its principles. and supplant- 
ed trained and competent officers by un- 
trained and incompetent successors. And 
all that Mr. Curtis can say in mitigation of 
sentence 1s that, although the general change 
which has been made under this Adminis- 
tration “has not improved the service, the 
disadvantage will disappear somewhat with 
the larger experience of the new officers.”’ 

But this is the sum and substance of the 
spoils argument. The veteran machine poli- 
ticians maintain that much of the work is so 
far a matter of rule and routine that any in- 
telligent man can soon master it, and that 
the benefit of rotation in office quickly off- 
sets and more than offsets the disadvantage 
of inexperience. It is odd to see the great 
leader of reform unfolding as an apology for 
u banner a little rag that has long been used 
in oiling the machine. 

Whatever of strain the reform conscience 
may have suffered in exculpating the Presi- 
dent is freely relaxed in contempiation of 
Mr. Eugene Higgins. The stern New York 
leader of reform pronounces a condition of 
politics which is a National byword of cor- 
ruption” to be te contribuuon of the 
Democratic party in Maryland to civil sery- 
ice reform.“ 

But why so pale and wan, fond Lover 
2 why so pale over Maryland's ain? 

hy should that uphappy State be singied 
out for censure? Is not the receiver as bad 
as the thief, the appointer as the appointee? 
The men whom you name for condemnation, 
the Appointment Clerk of the Treasury, In- 
dian Commissioner, Naval Officer of the Port 
of Baltimore, 1 know nothing about them, 
but were they not all, as officers, the crea- 
tion of your Reform President? How can 
they be notoriously corrupt’’ and the re- 
former who appointed them be a sincere and 
courageous reformer? 

T@king it out safely on the Marylanders, 
Mr. Curtis improves the occasion to putina 
much needed piea for himself; lamenting 
that the startling fact is not so much the 
corruption as the spirit which accepts cor- 
ruption as necessary in politics, and which 
ridicules vigorous protest and resolute action 
against it as Pharisaic cant, and derides the 
man who insists upon honesty in public life 
as u guileless cnerub astray from paradise or 
a sneaking hypocrite whois holding out to 
sell himself for a higher price.“ 

THE HYPOCRITE IN POLITICS. : 

Softly, softly, guileless cherub; for I will 
not, | may not accept the alternative, if for 
no other reason than that the man who has 
already given himseif away cannot be sold. 
We are losing ourselves in a muddle. It is 
too late to make American citizens believe 
that laughing atsuch independent antics 
is accepting corruption as necessary in pol- 
itics. It is not vigorous protest and resolute 
corresponding action that is ridiculed as 
Paarisaic cant; itis vigorous protest for re- 
form and double back action against it. Not 
the man who insists upon honesty in public 
life is derided as a cherub or denounced as a 
hypocrite, but the man who insists upon iv 
before election and leaves his party on the 
plea of such insistence, and after election 
ceases to insist and is content to divide the 
spoils. 

Honesty? In the debates preceding the 
election was Mr. Curtis careful to mention 
that a general partisan reconstruction of the 
civil service, to the great deterioration of 
that service, might be anticipated from his 
civil service -reform candidate! Can Prof. 
Norton point to a single speech, a — par- 
agraph in which his hero’s foresight and 
efforts combined to invite his countrymen to 
vote for Mr. Cleveland on the ground that he 
reserved to himself the right to disintegrate 
and demoralize whole civil service 
of the country? When Florida burst 
into wrath against the politicians who 
are “monkeying with the mail. serv- 
ice, against scandalous appointments 
s without character, or respectability, or 
even decency,” against a mail service such 
as we now have in Florida, which is not only 
a disgrace to the Government but a serious 
drawback to the prosperity of the State,’’ 
did Mr. Curtis refer them to his assurance 
in 1884 that this was just whathe left his 
party to secure and just what the President’s 
ante-election declarations were carefully 
considered to promise? There is nothing in 
the way of partisan change, of corruption, 
of disaster to reform on which Mr. Curtis 
does not confess judgment, in whole and in 
particular; yet he sets up men of straw to be 
reproved as “hasty and inconsiderate in 
thinking that because the President does not 
apply the principles of reform in their fullest 
scope uniformly everywhere and immediately 
he may be justly denounced asa liar and 
atraitor.”” Away with such child’s play. It 
is too infantile even for a guileless cherub. 

But Mr. Curtis still claims that tnere is 

rogress. The Admunistration has gone 
backward, but tne reform has nevertheless 
gone forward and thus has put him in line 
with Prof. Norton’s eulogy; ‘* while we find,“ 
says Mr. Curtis with an exquisitely delicate 
sensibility to euphuism which cannot have 
escaped f. Norton, while we find a cer- 
tain reaction in executive and legislative 
conduct, we can see only steady progress in 
public sentiment.“ 

„There are signs of executive and legisla- 
tive reaction, but these do notaffect the value 
and significance of the progress which re- 
form nas already achieved.“ 

Signs of reaction! Moderation of language 
could no farther go. A clean sweep by the 
Executive, a brusque and scornful no! from 
the Legislature is only a sign of reaction. 
Perhaps it was wise to dissembie their love 
of reform, but why did they kick it down 
stairs! Sucha movement could not be recog- 
nized as advance atany less advanced post 
than that located by Prof. Norton as the rear 
van of our army. 

But public sentiment is not subject to 
mathematical measurement, and there is no 
proving that sunshine cannot. be extracted 
from cucumbers as long as Prof. Norton, Mr. 
Curtis, and the cucumbers last. It is only a 
little droll to see the process. The silence of 
a Democratic State piatform on reform isa 
ray of such light as never was on sea or 
land, bus it of the re- 
former’s heart. A Democratic convention 
praised the President and the orm did 
not denounce the reform! marks an 
advance in pubiic sentiment. 
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has been ostentatiously and 
in Baltimore, and should the défiance pass 
unrebuked the circular may be regarded as 
withdrawn.” 

Vigorous protest! Resolute action! Worthy 
the youth who erewhile led the battles of 
his country with paper banner and penhold- 
ing flagstaff! 

Practical disregard of sound principies by 
executive officers, the reformer claims, 18 
not so significant as the fact of the rapid and 
unquestionable growth of a public sentiment 
which scrutinizes and condemns practices 
bbe were but recently universally justi- 


To all the sunshine thus extracted Mr. 
Curtis has the right of an inventor. He im- 
plies that the Republican Administrations— 
which he himself helped to place in power— 
deteriorated the public service, organ- 
ized it on merely partisan principles. 
and were universally justified by a people 
who cared little that the Government 
should be honestly administered.“ If these 
are not the practices he refers to, what 
are they? If these are the practices he 
refers to how came the succeeding Demo- 
cratic Administration to find the depart- 
ments filled with trained and competent 
officers’? whom it could eject and did eject 
only for partisan reasons? Putting Mr. Cur- 
tis’ two admissions together, the excellence 
of the Republican civil service and its par- 
tisan overturning by the Reform Adminis- 
tration, his advance in public sentiment 
amounts to this: Republican Administra- 
tions, without professing to be technical 
civil service n the busi- 
ness of the country on business principies of 
fidelity, integrity, constant improvement, and 
general good sense, so that there was little 
occasion for public sentiment to clamor or 
condemn. Mr. Curtis’ Reform Administra- 
tion came up, checked the good work of 
twenty years, substituted the worst and the 
most of the spoils system, and disturbed tne 
business of the country; and Mr. Curtis 
claims the resultant outcry of protest as 
une one proof of his success—the tribute to 
his victory! 

„See what an uproar I have made,“ cries 
the guileless cherub. “There was not half 
so much noise against corruption in any Re- 
publican Administration.“ 

If this is what Prof. Norton means by the 
chief political gain of the last twenty years, 
then he was quite right in attributing it to 
the manipulation of his high follower of 
ideal pursuits more than to the labors of all 
other men. 

WAS PUBLIC SENTIMENT TO BLAME? 

But Mr. Curtis confronts a harder work 
than this. Recognizing a complete partisan 
change in the civil service and a scornful re- 
jection of Reform bills in Congress as only 
a ‘certain reaction,“ claiming to see in spite 
of such reaction a steady progress in 
public sentiment, and proffering that prog- 
ress as the fruit of his twenty years’ labors 
and the proof of bis political wisdom, he is 
still obliged to use the public sentiment 
for the justification of his reform President 
in demoralizing the public service. He pieads 
that the President honestly cherished ”’ tfie 
principles of reform, but public sentiment 
would not permit him to put them in practice. 
He pleads that courage and sincerity un- 
supported cannot deal effectually with the 
abuse now formidably fortified in party tra- 
dition and strengthened by party spirit.“ 
and that his extreme doubt of being able 
to accomplish reform arose from the fact that 
the public mind was but partially informed 
upon the subject.” 

It seems to the non-professional observer 
that public sentiment is a good deal over 
worked. Pubiic sentument had admittedly 
pushed on the Republican party into continu- 
ous and measurabiy successfui civil service 
reform. Yet it had immediately to force 
President Cleveland into ousting reror into 
substituting, as fast and as far as would not 
actually stop the wheels of government, for 
trained and competent officers men so no- 
toriously incompetent and corrupt, according 
to the reform standard, that their appoint- 
ment was a National di and their serv- 
ice a National disaster. Pu blic sentiment is re- 
quired to furnish at one and the same moment 


an excuse to the President for debauching 


tae civil service and a laurel to the reform- 
ers Who procured the debauchery. Public 
sentiment must atone and the same mo- 
ment be clamorous against reform to save 
the President from discredit and clamorous 
for reform to crown Mr. Curtis with giory. 
The reformer will justify Prof. Norton’s 
eulogy by availing himseif of the same strat- 
m which he recommends to the President. 
eseems to think that, however compiete 
may be his overthrow, if he does not formal- 
ly surrender, no one will discover that he is 
defeated ; and in his anxiety to avoid the em- 


barrassment of recognizing defeat he does 


not hesitate to incur the risk of uisgrace. 
Even Prof. Norton’s extraordinary rhetoric 
does not aiter or make us forget the fact that 
during the most trying emergency of our 
time Mr. Curtis bore himself as becomes a 
patriotic citizen and an honest man. For his 
unwearying services in that hour of storm 
and stress he deserves to receive and he will 
receive the grateful end sympathetic ad- 
miration of those who love their country. 
All the more painful is it to see him rise and 
attest the overthrow of every principle 
whose establishment has been the avowed 
object of his later life, bear witness to the 
opposition, the contempt, the ridicule which 
the folly of his political leadership has 
evoked, and yet think of petrieving the 
situation only by smiling feebly around upon 
the wreck and ruin and — asking: 
Is not this great Babeldom which I have
